Compelled Senator Gray to Change 
His Views Concerning the Treaty. 


Against Permanent Occupa- 
tion of the Philippines. 


Senator Money Would Leave Filipinos to Work 
Out Their Own Salvation. 


Washington, Feb. 1.—Senators Gray 
land Money occupled the entire executive 
session of the senate yesterday in 
speeches on the peace treaty, 
Gray favoring ratification and Se 
Money opposing it. 

Senator Gray was the third of the Paris 
cammissioners to speak, but while he 
gave some attention to the published 
matter bearing on the treaty, he did not 
go into this in such detail as did Sena- 
tors Frye and Davis. He admitted that 
in the beginning of the negotiations he 
had been opposed to the acquisition of 
the Philippine archipelago, and said that 
he had freely and frankly advised the 
president and his fellow commissioners 
of his belief that it would be unwise to 
attempt to shape its destiny. He had 
used his best endeavors to bring them to 
accept his views, but had utterly failed. 
He at last reached the conclusion that 
he would either have to join with the 
majority or see the treaty fail and the 
war continue. In the meantime, he had 
been largely won over by the arguments 
of his colleagues and by the logic of the 
situation, and he had at last concluded 
to sign the convention.

Having taken his position he was here 


now to defend the treaty as a wise con- | 


clusion of a mos( delicate diplomatic 
undertaking. Many complications had 
beset the commissioners in their work, 
and while he would not retract what he 
had heretofore said as to the undesira- 
bility of acquiring distant territory, as 
a matter of principle, still there were 
times when a nation as an individual 
might have to choose between evils. 
There was danger of many complications 
of an international! character in case the 
United States should have elected to 
pursue a different policy. He reiterated 
that the ultimate conclusion te take the 
entire Philippine group was that of the 
commissioners rather than of the presi- 
dent, and he also went into the difficul- 
ties of getting the Spanish commission~ 
ers to come to a conclusion. 

Senator Gray did not advocate perma- 
nent occupancy of the eastern islands, 
but said that the duration of our exercise 
of sovereignty there should be settled in 
the future, and not at present. In re- 
Ply to a question by Senator Mason, he 
said that he would not attempt to fixa 
time—that this only could be done after 
we had an opportunity to study the 
situation, to know the people and learn 
their capacities. He had every confi- 
dence in the American people, and he 
believed that they would not only give 
the natives their freedom when they had 
shown @ capacity for taking care of 
themselves, as a nation of the world, but 
that they would manage the Praga of 
the islands wisely and well while they 
controlled them. They would give the 
islanders a fair start in civilization be- 
fore turning them loose to shift for them- 
selves. 

Senator Money attacked the acquisition 
of the islands as contrary to the spirit 
of American institutions and as uncon- 
stitutional. He said that the govern- 
ment of the United States could not af- 
ford to put itself in the attitude of a Don 
Quixote in a vain effort to care for and 
advance the interests of every people in 
every land that appeared, according to 
our standards of civilization, to need our 
thelp. He had been an advocate of inter- 


vention in the case of Cuba, but from 

this fact it did not follow that he was 

willing to transfer the Philippines from 

Spanish vassalage to dependence on the 

United States.

Size of Army May Be Reduced to 60,000 al 
Discretion of President . 


Washington, Feb. 1—The Hull army 
bill passed the house yesterday, 168 to 
125. 

It provides for a standing army of ap- 
proximately 100,000 men, 

It is left in the discretion of the presi- 
dent, however, to reduce the number to 
about 60,000 men. 

It is expected that the smaller number 
will be the standard in ordinary times, 
but in any emergency, or to meet special 
requirements, the maximum strength of 
100,000 will be available. 

The reduction to 60,000 is to be made by 
reducing the size of the companies and 
not by decreasing their number, and 
thus at all times the full organization is 
Jeft intact.

Cuban Army a Menace, 

Mobile, Feb. 2.—Hon. Hannis Taylor, 
ex-minister to Spain, gives the following 
interview on the Cuban situation, hay- 
ing just returned fom a visit to Cuba: 

“While in Cuba upon purely private 
business, I came in contact with the 
leaders of every faction into which the 
population is now divided. The ex- 
tremes of opinion are represented on 
the one hand by the Cuban military 
chiefs, demanding immediate and ab- 
solute independence, and on the other 
by the purely Spanish element, seeking 
protection under our flag. Between the 
two extremes are ranged the main body 
of the people, standing in an expectant 
attitude, ready to give their approval 
to any plan that will re-establish law, 
order and material prosperity upon a 
permanent basis.: 

“Upon one point all agree—American 
officers and Cubans—and that it that 
outside of the cities the country is ina 
condition of want and misery that can 
hardly be explained. As an aggrava- 
tion of that condition stands the Cuban 
army, composed of at least 30,000 idle 
men, waiting, with arms in their hands, 
for such a settlement of their dues as 
will enable them to resume life again. 

“When I asked those who had a right 
to speak for the army what sum would 
suffice for a satisfactory settlement, they 
said $10,000,000 or $11,000,000 at least, a 
sum that would give about $300 to each 
man. With that, they said, the small 
farmers could procure stock and live 
until they could make a crop. | 

‘The Cubans neither ask nor desire us | 
to contribute a penny for the payment 
of their army.

CAUGHT AT PORTLAND, 


Mrs, Provencher Was Hastening From 
Scene of Her Crime, 


fad Revolver With Which She 
Killed Annie Cox. 


Will Plead That The Murder Was Committed 
In Self-Defense. 


Portland, Me., Feb. 2.—Mrs. Lizzie 
Provencher, who on Tuesday murdered 
Annie Cox, who was acting as house- 
keeper for her husband at Rochester, N. 
H., was captured in this city yesterday 
afternoon. 

Mrs. Provencher arrived in this city at 
10:20 Tuesday night ona Pullman. Af- 
ter leaving the station Mrs. Provencher 
Says she went to the Jefferson hotel, 
where she spent the night. She re- 
mained in her room during the morning, 
and it might have taken the officers some 
time longer to locate her had she not left 
the hotel and returned to the Union 
station, presumably with the intention 
of getting still further away from the 
scene of her crime. 

When Mrs. Provencher came into the 
Station she entered the ladies’ toilet 
room. After entering the toilet room 
she entered a closet and remained there, 
evidently hoping in, this way to escape 
detection. When Officer Johnson ar- 
rived a lady was sent into the toilet room 
and told to open the closet in which Mrs, 
Provencher was concealed. Mrs. Proven- 
cher then came out and sat down in a 
chair. The officers promptly entered 
the room and placed her under arrest. 
On seeing Deputy Sheriff Miles Mrs. 
Provencher called him by name and did 
not appear to be greatly surprised. She 
made no resistance whatever, nor did 
she attempt to deny her identity. She 
asked no questions, for she was fully 
aware of the motives which led the offi- 
cers to place her under arrest. 

Before leaving Rochester, Mrs. Proven- 
cher had said that she would not be taken 
alive and would shoot the first man who 
tried to place her under arrest, and this 
caused the officers to be a trifle cautious, 
and they determined not to give her an 
opportunity to carry out her threats, 
She was immediately searched by Offi- 
cer Johnson, and in her stocking was 
found the revolver with which she had 
killed Annie Cox. Every chamber was 
loaded, and she also had a box of cart- 
ridges in her possession. 

The officers at once took her to the sta- 
tion and locked her up. She had very 
little to say after her arrest, but was 
willing to inform the officers as to the 
manner in which she reached Portland. 
She stated that after the shooting she 
went to Somersworth and then to Dover, 
where she had supper. Lateintheeven- 
ing she boarded a train at Dover and 
went to North Berwick, where she took 
the train for Portland. 

A reporter attempted to obtain an in- 
terview with Mrs. Provencher, but she 
refused to talk. When asked if she 
would not make some statement, she re- 
plied: “No; I have nothing to say, not 
a word.” Then she placed her hand- 
kerchief to her eyes andicried. 

After the prisoner was locked up there 
was a discussion among the various out- 
of-town officers as to who should return 
to Rochester with the woman, but as 
none of the officers had a warrant for 
her arrest, and as City Marshal Syl- 
vester was unwilling to turn such an im- 
portant prisoner over to any officer who 
did not hold-a warrant for her, the 
marshal telephoned to Sheriff Hayes of 
Dover, who informed him that he would 
come to Portland today with the neces- 
@ary papers in his possession to take the 
woman back to Rochester. 

Although Mrs. Provencher informed 
the officers that she had spent the night 
at the Jefferson House, the hotel people 
deny this statement. They say thatshe 
Was not at the hotel at any time, and that 
when she went to the station she came 
from the direction of Portland street. 

Mrs. Provencher will plead self-de- 
fense, the line of argument being that 
She went to see Miss Cox to remonstrate 
with her for alleged abuse of Mrs, 
Provencher’s boy, and that in the course 
of the altercation Miss Cox stepped to- 
ward a dressing case, on which there 
was a revolver, and in consequence of 
this and fearing for her life she drew her

The body bears no marks whatever, and 
the doctor claims, that a post mortem 
examination would throw no light onthe 
cause of death.

A. Smith & Co., manufactur- 
ers of baby carriages and toys, was de- 
stroyed by fire yesterday. Among the 
burned bulldings were a large five-story 
factory and L, two smaller factories and 
several lumber sheds and outbuildings. 
The overall factory of Hooker, Corser & 
Mitchell was somewhat damaged, and 
the bottling establishment of C. M. Eddy 
was flooded with water. The loss of S. 
A. Smith & Co, and the damage to the 
other buildings will bring the total! loss 
to over $75,000.

MAYOR'S PETITIONS, [HERE AND THERE.|A HERO AT } 


Privy. Ago of Ninth Massachu- 


He Presents Four Bills to 


the Legislature. 


One to Refund the Ma- 
turing Debt. 


Another Relative to the Water 
Commissoners. 


Mayor Keith was- interviewed this 
morning by the Ledger relative to 
his four petitions presented to the 
Legislature this week by Representa- 
tives Sheppard and Sprague. He spoke 
substantially as follows: 

Four petitions were presented to the 
Legislature in behalf of the city of 
Quincy. One asks for an appropria- 
tion by the State to build a parkway or 
boulevard from Squantum Head to 
Franklin Park and from Moswetusket 


Hill along the shore at Atlantic and | 


Norfolk Downs, through Merrymount 
Park and along Furnace Brook, to the 
Blue Hills reservation. It is specifically 
stated in the act proposed, thut the 
Metropolitan Park Commissien are 
authorized and directed to carry out 
the projeet. In former acts the money 
has been given to the Park Commission 
to be expended wherever they thought 
best, and not one dollar has been laid 
out on a parkway or boulevard in 
Quincy. 

More or talk has been made 
about the ‘‘removal’’ of the Water 
Commissioners. The fact is that I 
simply requested them to transfer the 
property of their department to the 
Commissioner of Public Works. By 
taking that step I could see a clear 
saving of money for the city and I felt 
justified in my action. So faras I 
have heard, the Water Commissioners 
make no objection, to the transfer, but 
other parties claim that it 
As this claim might 
raise a doubt as to who would be the 
right persons to manage the depart- 
ment or to incur debts, I have deemed 
it best to apply to the Legislature for 
the enactment of a law which will 
settle the matter finally. When I can 
show that the change will result in a 
gain of more than 52,500 per annum to 
the city, there is no doubt that the 
relief asked for will be obtained. I do 
not anticipate any opposition by any 
citizens of Quincy. looking 
teward the transfer will be taken until 
all doubts have been removed. 

It so happens that this year and next 
year a very large portion of an existirg 
debt falls due. The sum confronting 
us in these years is much io exces; of 
what we ought to pay, and will make 
our tax rate extremely high. The only 
remedy is to refund a portion of our 
debt falling due at time and to 
make it payable in some of the suc- 
ceeding years. This is a business-like 
proceeding and is the which 
any merchant would take if he found 
himself in our situation. After 
sultation with mercantile and financia) 
authorities, as to whether any ill effect 
could come to the credit of the city, 
and receiving assurances that nothing 
of the kind could possibly occur, 1] 
decided to ask the Legislature to 
authorize us to refund such amount of 
our debt as seemed advisable, in the 
opinion of the City Council but not 
extending the payment of the new 
bonds beyond the term of tea years. 

Another petition asks that the City 
Council may have the right to borrow 
$150,000 outside the debt limit on a 
term not exceeding forty years for 
permannt improvements on 
streets, such as widening, relocation, 
ete. It should be noted that every 
cent expended under the proposed act, 
if it passes, will have to stand the 
scrutiny of the Council and be voted 
by it, in the same way as any other 
appropriation. The amount of money 
spent and the places where it shall 
be spent, must be decided by the 
Council. Furthermore, to avoid any 
appearance of a scheme, and to give 
time for proper consideration, the 
act provides that only 350,000 may be 
expended under its provisions in any 
one year, so that years must 
elapse before it can all be used, or a 
longer time if the Council so decides.

He algo laid stress on the fact thatsome 
people were asking where was Cuba's 
promised liberty. 

‘Fhe answer to this,”’ said Mr. Porter, 
“ig that Cuba now has commercial and | 
industrial liberty, and that President 
McKinley hes directed me, in framing 
the Cuban tariff, to make no discrimina- 
tions in favor of the United States in the 
manner that Spain favored herself. 
Cuba is free today to buy in the cheap- | 
est market. People are returning tothe 
pursuits of peace and our military gov- | 


ernment will give way to the civil govern- 
ment as fast as possible.” 

Mr. Porter also said that the purpose | 
of the American governmentis to lay a 
firm foundation of noble government for 
Cuba, to give the Cubans all the liber- 
ties they had fought for, and that Gen- 
eral Gomez must remember that and 
more still. For instance, there were 
25,000 or 30,000 Spanish soldiers at Cien- 
fuegos who have not left Cuba; that we 
had only been a month on the island, 
and that President McKinley needed and | 
was entitled to the co-operation of all 
interested in the welfare and future of | 
Cuba, and that he needed the co-opera- | 
tion of General Gomez above all others. | 


The first problem, Mr. Porter then | 
pointed out, was the disbandment of the 
Cuban army and the return of the Cu- | 
ban soldiers to work. T's was the 
specific mission which had brought Mr. 
Porter to Remedios, and in which Pre 
dent McKinley expected General Gomez’ 
ald. 

The Cuban commander-in-chief re- 
plied that he was ready and willing to 
give the aid required, but asked how he 
could do so. 

To this, Mr. Porter replied that Pr 
dent McKinley would be glad to have 
him go to Havana and co-operate with 
General Brooke in disbanding the Cu- 
bans and in paying over the $3,000,000 
appropriated for that purpose. | 


General Gomez said the amount was 
too small, but that was not his fault ‘ 
he would make it go as far as po 
while likening it to the miracle 
loaves and fishes. 

“No man in history,” said Mr. Porter,

PLEADS NOT GUILTY. 


Mrs Provinchia Arraigned In Court 
at Rochester, N. H. 


Does Not Appear to Realize 
Enormity of Crime. 


Committed to Jail For February Term of the 
Supreme Court. 


Rochester, N. H., Feb. 3.—There was 
great excitement here yesterday after- 
noon when Lizzie Provinchia arrived on 
the 2:30 o'clock train from Portland, over 
the Portland and Rochester road. A 
great crowd gathered at the station, an- 
ticipating a look at the woman as she 
was taken from the cars, but it happened 
that the train stopped at the “know 
nothing” above the station, where a car+ 
riage was in waiting, in which Mrs. 
Provinchia was driven directly to the 
city building. High Sheriff Hayes was 
in charge of the prisoner, and he was ac- 
companied by Deputy Sheriff Hayes of 
Farmington and Assistant Marshal Cate 
of this city. 

Mrs. Provinchia had expressed the ut- 
most willingness to return to Rochester, 
and was pleasant and affable al! the way 
up from Portland. She was in good 
Spirits, and once when looking out of the 
windows of the city building and seeing 
the great crowd which had gathered out 
of curiosity, remarked she had not 
thought so many people would turn out 
to meet her. 

Only once did she show any emotion 
whatever, and that was when she greeted 
her young brother and inquired for her 
mother Her voice was noticed to break 
perceptibly and then her eyes filled with 
tears. 

After considerable delay and much dis- 
cussion she decided not to have any 
counsel. Shortly after 4 o'clock she was 
arraigned before Judge Wentworth and 
pleaded “not guilty.” A reading of the 
complaint was waived, and she was com- 
mitted to jail at Dover without bail for 
the February term of the supreme court. 
Joseph Hunneman and Annie Provinchia 
were each held in $500, and all other wit- 
nesses In $50 each, to appear at the trial. 

The remains of Miss Cox were em- 
balmed yesterday afternoon, placedina 
white satin lined casket and forwarded 
to Calais. It is stated that the embalm- 
ing of the body wag @one with special 
care, under the expectancy that the body 
may again be viewed. 

The coroner's jury announced their ver- 
dict yesterday to the effect that Mrs. 
Provinchia was responsible for the Cox 
woman's death, 


Joked With Sheriff. 

Dover, N. H., Feb. 3.—Mrs. Lizzie Pro- 
venchia was brought here yesterday af- 
ternoon from Rochester, and was com- 
mitted to the county jail to await the 
action of the grand jury. With her 
was her sister-in-law, Miss Agnes Pro- 
venchia, who is held in default of $500 
as a witness. She was taken to the 
jail in a hack with Sheriff Haynes, with 
whom she joked and chatted pleasantly 
allthe way. A great crowd awaited her 
arrival, though few succeeded in seeing 
her. 

Battle With Indians. 

Vancouver, B. C., Feb. 3.—Steamer 
Cutch brings news of a battle at Juneau, 
Alaska, between United States Marshal 
McGuire and his followers on one side, 
and a band of drunken Indians on the 
other. Four Indians were killed and 
several were wounded in the fight. 
Four deputy marshals were wounded. 
The trouble grew out of the killing ofan 
Indian by Marshal McGuire in self- 
defense. Fearing that the Indian’s 
friends would try to avenge his death, a 
vigilance committee arrested them, but 
released them on promise of good be- 
havior. The Indians, when set free, 
plied themselves with liquor and at- 
tacked the town at night. The whites 
returned their fire with deadly effect, 
and the Indians fled. A general up- 
rising of Indians Is feared. 


News From Manila. 

Manila, Feb. 3—The United States 
transport Buffalo, having on board sail- 
Ors to relieve men in Rear Admiral 
Dewey's fleet, arrived here yesterday. 
The United States transport Pennsyl- 
vania has arrived here from Iloilo with 
the Fifty-first Iowa. The United States 
transport City of Puebla has sailed for 
Nagasaki, Japan. Major General Otis 
has published an order requiring the 
inhabitants of Manila to procure official 
certificates of Identity, which will cost 
20 cents each, after Feb, 23.

Washington, Feb. 3.—Representative 
Tawney of Minnesota yesterday pre- 
sented a resolution providing that on 
Feb. 15 next, and on that date there- 
after, the United States flag on all gov- 
ernment buildings throughout the 
United States and its possessions be 
displayed at half mast, in commemora- 
tion of the destruction of the battleship 
Maine and the loss of 266 American 
lives in the harbor of Havana, 


Pick Struck Dynamite, 

Scranton, Pa., Feb. 3.—As a result of 
an explosion of dynamite two Italians 
are dead, and one is fatally and several 
ere seriously injured. A large force of 
Italians was at work laying a new service 
pipe from the Elmhurst reservoir to this 
city. One of the men struck a charge of 
dynamite, which had been previously 
overlooked, with his pick. A terrific ex- 
plosion followed, which threw rock, earth 
and men into the air.

EIGHTEENTH BIRTHDAY 


Celebrated by Meeting of Nearly Five 
Thousand Christian Endeavorers, 


Gospel and Territorial Expan- 
sion Ably Discussed. 


Revs. Clark and Lorimer Give Interesting 
Views Upon the Subject. 


Boston, Feb. 3.—The 18th anniversary 
of the founding of the Christian En- 
deavor society was celebrated in Tre- 
mont Temple yesterday afternoon and 
evening by nearly 5000 people, repre- 
senting the Christian Endeavor union 
in Boston and surrounding cities and 
towns. 

tev. Francis E. Clark, the founder of 
the society, was the special guest, and 
he made a ringing address on the topic 
of the evening—"The Attitude of the 
Young Christian Towards the Terri- 
torial Expansion of the United States,” 
which was also treated by a number of 
other speakers. 


REV. FRANCIS E. CLARE. 


Mr. Clark said: “Expansion is an al- 
together appropriate note to be struck 
on the 18th birthday of Christian En- 
deavor, for expansion has been its 
watchword, and expansion has been its 
business during every day of these 18 
years of its history. The first society 
expanded from the pastor's parlor until 
it covered almost the whole world. 

Russia, the last great country which 
barred out the Christian Endeavor, has, 
within the last few weeks, found a place 
for at least one society. So it is appro- 
priate on our birthday to consider the 
question of expansion other than from 
a political aspect. 

“Christian Endeavor has always en- 
deavored to lock at things from a Chris- 
tian standpoint. In the discussion otf 
this question, unles8 we approach it from 
a Christian standpoint, it will be forever 
Settled wrongly. If we do for the Cu- 
bans, the Porto Ricans, the Filipinos 
what Christ would have us do, we shall 
do the right thing, and eternal glory and 
honor will come to our nation as a conse- 
quence. The very reason why this prob- 
lem is now confronting us, the very 
reason Why these fair islands have fallen 


from the nerveéless grasp of Spain, is that | 


she has forgotten our Lord's golden rule. 
She has exploited these subject races for 
her own benefit 4h- hy taxea them and 
oppres®% them, and her corrupt poli- 
ticians have fattened at the colonial crib. 

“If with this spirit and purpose our 
mation enters upon an age of conquest, 
and uses the wonderful victories of 1898 
simply to promote her greed for terri- 
torial conquest and her lust for com- 
mercial gain, she will deserve and will 
receive the fate of Spain, at the hands of 
a just and righteous God. 

“That righteousness exalteth a nation, 
but that sin is a reproach to any people, 
and an everlasting disaster to any peo- 
ple, is proved by the history of every 
nation that ever lived. Benevolence is 
possible for a nation as for an individual. 
Righteous, just and generous dealing is 
genuine statesmanship. 

“Our mother country, Great Britain, ts 
a shining example in all the world’s his- 
tory of advantages of just and generous 
treatment toward subject people and 
backward races. I do not say that we 


should emulate England's example, and | perself to bleed to death, and made no 
acquire colonies in all parts of the world, effort to remove the knife.

House Passes Riser and Harbor Bill 
Expansion In the Senate, 

Washington, Feb. 3.—The river and 
harbor bill, carrying slightly more than 
$30,000,000, passed the house yesterday 
by a vote of 160 to 7. 

This is the largest majority any river 
and harbor bill has ever obtained in the 
house. The bill attracted lttle opposl- 
tion, and every effort to amend it in im- 
portant particulars failed. The only 
special amendment adopted yesterday 
beyond provisions for surveys was one 
striking out the provisional appropria- 
tion for Brunswick (Ga.) harbor and in- 
serting a provision for a survey and an 
appropriation of $10,000 for the inner 
harbor. This amendment was proposed 
by the river and harbor commission. 

Saturday, Feb. 11, was set apart for 
paying tribute to the memory of the late 
Mr. Dingley of Maine. 


A notable speech was made in the 
senate by Mr. Spooner of Wisconsin.

The Lincoln Monument. 


“Once every year or two,’’ says the } 


Philadelphia Press, ‘‘the attention of 
the country is called to the condition 
of the Lincoln monument at Spring- 
field, Ills. It is being done now, with 
the added information that the struc- 
ture is in such a dilapidated state that | 
it is impossible to repair it, and that | 
the only thing to be done is to pull it | 
down entirely and rebuild it from | 
foundation to top stone. It is almost 34 
years since the assassination of Abra- 
ham Lincoln, and it is a little over 24 
years since the dedication of the monu- 
ment which marks his resting place in 
Springfield. This ought to have been 
time enough to rear over his coffina 
memorial which would have endured 
for ages. But this has not been done. 
The plans for the monument now stand- 
ing, or rather falling to pieces, were in- 
adequate, even if they had been honest- 
ly carried out.’’

He said 
that for that reason companies, when 
they want to fight labor troubles in this 
way, had recourse asarule to the equity 
courts. 

The questions of the liability of rail- 
road companies for injury sustained by 
their employees while at work for the 
company was elaborated fully, and the 
fact brought out that most of the cases 
were carried by the defendant company 
from the state courts, in which the 
suits are usually begun, to the federal 


| courts, on one ground or another.

Mr. Moseley dwelt at some length 
upon the results of the enforcement of 
the safety appliance act, which, though 
passed in 1895, did not go into effect 
until 1898. These improvements had 
been introduced by the railroads ata 
cost of millions. He added that all but 
about 30 per cent of the railroad com- 
panies were provided with that particu- 
lar labor saving device known as the 
master car builder’s coupler. The sta- 
tistics showed, he said, that in 1897, 
notwithstanding the increase of the 
business of the roads, 1,067 fewer men 
had been killed at work than in 1893. 
England is likely to adopt the car coupler 
which prevails in this country. 

At the end of his remarks Mr. Mose- 
ley described the difficulty of making 
strikes effective on railroads. The rail- 
road man is not only an employee of the 
company he serves, but in a measure a 
public servant. The suspension of his 
functions means a general interruption 
of traffic, suspension of business and 
sometimes the cuttmg off of a whole 
community from its source of supply. 
He referred to an occasion where a rail- 
road strike in Scotland had resulted in 
the actual starvation of a thousand peo- 
ple, and declared that a railroad strike 
in this country of sufficient magnitude 
might starve all of the east. all of the 
west or all of the south.—Washington

A. F. of L. Per Capita Tax. 

President Gompers of the American 
Federation of Labor has issued the fol- 
lowing important notice: 

Through mischieyousness or error a 
false statement has been circulated re- 
garding the action of the Kansas City 
convention of the American Federation 
of Labor in reference to the per capita 
tax to be paid. The facts are as follows: 

First.—The per capita tax of nation- 
al and international trade unions and 
brotherhoods is the same as for the past 
year—that is, one-third of a cent per 
member per month. 

Second.—For central labor unions, 
trades assemblies and state federations 
the payment of $10 for representation 
by delegates has been abolished, and 
these bodies are required to pay $10 per 
annum where the membership does not 
exceed 1,000. Where the membership is 

$20, | 
payable quarterly. 

Third.—For federal labor unions and 
le cal trade unions unattached to anv 
national or international union or 
brotherhood the per capita tax has been 
raised to 5 cents per member per month. 

The changes in these matters go into 
effect Feb. 1. 

From the above it will be seen that in 
the case of affiliated national, interna- 
tional unions and brotherhoods and cen- 
tral bodies the tax has not been in- 
creased. The increase in the tax for 
federal labor unions and local trade un- 
lous is based upon a twofold purpose— 
(a) that greater work can be performed 
in their interest, (b) to facilitate the 
work of the formation of national trade 
anions from among their number, and 
thus place them in the better position 
where they will enjoy the autonomy, 
independence and protection in the in- 
terests of their members to a larger de- 
gree than is possible under scattered, 
isolated, individual unions.

* One morning in May, 1804, a small} 
brig named the Harrington, command- 
ed by Mr. William Campbell, sailed 
put between Sydney heads before a stiff 
westerly breeze bound to the island of 
Masafuera, in the South Pacific, to 
procure sealskins. Although so small, 
the vessel carried a crew of about five} 
and twenty men and, being a letter of 
marque, was armed in the usual man-| 
ner of the Australian whalers and south 
sea traders of those days—half a dozen | 
9 pounders and plenty of muskets and 
cutlasses. The Harrington had for some | 
time been employed by her owners—} 
Chace & Co. of Madras—in trading be- 
tween Madras, the South American 
ports and Sydney. On the last occasion 
of his leaving Madras Campbell had 
taken care to provide himself with a 
letter of marque from the presidency of 
Fort St. George against France and 
Holland. 

The result of the sealing expedition 
was fairly successful, but Campbell 
himself was not satisfied. At least he 
found he was not satisfied when he one 
day fell in with an American whale- | 
ship, the captain of which told him that | 
war had been declared between Eng- | 
land and Spain. How the American 
captain had learned the news Campbell | 
did not inquire. He quickly returned | 
on board the Harrington, held a brief | 
consultation with his mate, and altered 
the ship’s course from west by north 
for Sydney to due east for the South 
American coast.

The parable contained in this passage 
lis called ‘*Tbe Laborers In the Vine- 
| yard.’’ It refers to laborers rather than 
to idlers, because the idlers became la- 
borers the moment they had the oppor- 
tunity. The parable is difficult of ex- 
planation, both because it is unnatural 
and because it seems to contain an in- 
justice. Rightly understood, it, how- 
ever, has no injustice. 
| 1. This parable contains a lesson for 
workers. Thestory is unique. A house- 
holder employs laborers at different 
hours of the day, and when the day’s 
work is done he pays all the same 
wages. The first comers complain, but 
he silences them by telling them that 
he has paid them all that he promised 
to pay them and that be had a right to 
do what he pleased with hisown. With- 
out going into details the point of the 
parable lies in this fact, the first labor- 
ers had been hired for pay, they had 
made a contract to work so long a time 
for so much wages, and they received 
these wages. The later laborers were 
told to go to work, and what was right 
they would be paid. They did so, trust- 
ing to the generosity of the householder, 
and they were not disappointed. The 
occasion of the parable proves this in- 
terpretation of it to be correct. It was 
spoken in answer to Peter’s question, 
‘What shall we have?’ for having left 
all to follow Christ. He tells them that 
they shall be amply repaid, but at the 
same time warns them against working 
only for hire. There are two classes of 
Christian workers, those who labor for 
reward and those who labor for love to 
the Master, willing to leave the ques- 
tion of reward entirely in His hands. It

A New One on General Miles. | 
**T heard astory on General Miles the 
other day,’’ said Mr. Samuel Q. Mor- | 
gan of New York to a Washington Star | 
reporter. ‘‘I think that it comes straight | 
and will give it as it was told me by an 
officer on the general's staff who accom- 
| panied him on the Porto Rican expedi- 
| tion. 
*“‘General Miles is, I understand, a! 
| hard man to approach, and his official | 
| positicn as the head of the United States | 
army naturally commands respect from 
those who come into contact with him. 
‘““A day after the general landed in 
Porto Rico one of his orderlies was tak- 
en sick with fever and had to go to the 
hospital. A new man was called for, 
and a private from a western regiment 
was detailed to take the position. The 
recruit who showed up at headquarters 
came from somewhere up on the great 
lakes and, I think, belonged to a Wis- 
consin volunteer regiment. Anyhow, to 


state it mildly, he was the greenest and 


most self important recruit I ever saw. 


““‘WELL, MILES, WHAT IS IT?’’ 
Along with his early schooling he must 
have read the clause in the Declaration 
of Independence that runs to the effect 
that all men are free and equal, and he 
bore himself accordingly. 

‘‘The morning after he was detailed 
General Miles was holding a consulta- 
tion at headquarters with some of the 
big officers of hiscommand. The gen- 
eral called for an orderly to run an un- 
important errand, and the gentleman 
from Wisconsin sauntered in, madea 
pass at his hat with his left band fora 
salute and ejaculated:

** ‘Don’t call me Miles. Call me Nelse. 
Miles is so formal, you know.’ 

‘The gentleman from Wisconsin had 
meanwhile realized from the expres- 
sions on our faces what he had done 
and with General Miles’ answer became 
the most confused man I ever saw. 
Some one else ran his errand, a regular, 
I think, and the hero of my story was 
never seen at headquarters again.”’ 


Rockefeller’s First Picture. 

When John D. Rockefeller was a 
boy, he had his first picture taken with 
his class at Oswego academy, Oswego,

Account of the Battle, | 

Manila, Monday, Feb. 6, 9 A. M.—The | 
Filipinos have apparently reached the 
conclusion that the Americans mean 
business, now that the barriers are re- 
moved, as there were no further hos- 
tilities last night, and no attempt was 
made to cover the lost ground. It is 
possible, however, that they are follow- 
ing the tactics they employed against 
the Spaniards and will merely He oft 
a few day®to recuperate their forces 
before returning to the attack. 

It is impossible to ascertain as yet 
how the news has been received at Malo- 
los, the seat of the insurgent govern- 
ment, but the Filipinos in Manila ex- 
press the opinion that the movement 
for independence has received its death 
blow, and that annexation will soon be 
welcomed generally. 

The immediate cause of the attack 
was an advance by two Filipinos to the 
Nebraska outpost, on the northeast of 
the city. When ordered to halt, they 
refused, and the sentry fired. An in- 
surgent signal gun was then fired from 
blockhouse 7, and an attack was im- 
mediately begun on the Nebraska regi- 
ment, which was encamped. 

The fighting soon spread on both 
sides, until firing was in progress on 
all the outposts around the city. The 
American troops responded vigorously, 
the insurgent fire being heavy, and the 
attack evidently hurriedly planned. 

Firing continued throughout the night 
with an occasional cessation of from 
half an hour to an hour atatime. At 
daybreak the warships Charleston and 
Callao began sheling the north side of 
the city. Their fire was followed later 
by that of the Monadnock on the south- 
ern side, the insurgents’ positions hav- 
ing been previously accurately located. 

The Filipino loss is reported to have 
been heavy. The wounded on the 
American side are now estimated at 
200. Few Americans were killed. 

The Americans began a vigorous ad- 
vance all along the line Sunday morn- 
ing, and were soon pressing back the in- 
surgents in every direction, maintaining 
steadily their advanced positions, and 
capturing the villages of San Juan del 
Monte, Santa Ana, San Pedro, Macati, 
Santa Mesa and Lomia. 

The splendid police system prevented 
a general outbreak in the city, though 
several soldiers were attacked by na-, 
tives in the streets. | 

Many of the insurgents were driven 
into the Pasig river anddrowned. Sev- | 
eral hundred were taken prisoners. |

About Ratification. 


Argument Warmly Waged Previous 
to Taking of Vote, 


“Anti-Imperialists” Fell Into the “Yes” Line 
at the Last Moment. 


Washington, Feb. 7.—The peace treaty 
has at last been ratified by the senate. 

It was an exciting struggle, and the 
battle was won by only a majority of 
one vote. The figures stood 57 for rati- 
fication and 27 against. 

Six members were absent, four Re- 
publicans being paired against two 
Democrats; -in-accordance with the pro= 
portions of the two-thirds vote neces- 
sary for ratification.

No vote has been taken In the senate 
since that on the repeal of the purchas- 
ing clause of the Sherman law that has 
been followed with as close interest as 
Was the vote of yesterday. Theanxiety 
was due not only to the magnitude of 
the question at issue, but also to the un- 
certainty which attended the matter up 
to the last moment. Only theselect few 
knew how Senators McEnery of Louis- 
jana and Jones of Nevada would vote 
half an hour before their votes were cast. 

Many of the vast throng Which was 
turned from the galleries after the doors 
were closed in response to Senator Davis’ 
motion lingered in the corridors, waiting 
eagerly for the first news from inside. 

Within the chamber the interest was 
even more intense. Very few senators 
left the chamber except those engaged 
in the cloak rooms in trying on the one 
side to gain votes for the treaty, and on 
the other to prevent a break in the ranks. 
Senators Aldrich, Lodge and Elkins, who 
have given their especial attention to 
securing the necessary votes to insure 
ratification, were doubtful of the result 
when the secret session began, while 
Senators Gorman and Jones (Ark.), the 
leaders of the opposition, considered 
their forces intact. Half an hour after- 
wards it was learned that Senator Mc- 
Enery had been won over on condition 
that his declaratory resolution should be 
adopted subsequent to the passage of 
the ratification resolution. Then it was 
known that ratification was assured, for 
Senator McLaurin had already an- 
nounced his intention to vote for the 
treaty in view of the condition of affairs 
at Manila. Senator Jones (Nev.) went 
over at the last moment. 

There was no applause when the result 
Was announeed, but many senators 
heaved a sigh of relief. 


In advance of the voting speeches were 
made by Senators Ross, Money and 
Fairbanks. Senator Stewart, who had 
just arrived from his successful cam- 
paign in Nevada for re-election, an- 
nounced during this period of the session 
that in his entire trip across the con- 
tinent he had not encountered one man 
who was opposed to the ratification of 
the treaty. 

Senator Ross read a brief written 
speech announcing his intention to sup- 
port the treaty as in the interest of peace. 
He entered somewhat into the legal ques- 
tions involved, saying that he saw no 
obstacle in the way of ratification from 
that source. 

Senator Money reiterated his opposi- 
tion to the treaty and made a last plea 
for a modification of the agreement. He 
asserted that, ifghe friends of the trcaty 
had agreed to a modifying resolution it

Those ques- 
tions can wait, but the emergency is too 
great for any postponement whatever of 
the ratification question.” 

At 3 o'clock the vice president inter- 
Tupted Senator Money, who was then 
speaking, to announce that the hour had 
arrived fora vote. But one amendment 
Was offered, that prepared by Senator 
Vest, placing the Philippines on the same 
footing as Cuba in the treaty. In the 
temporary absence of Mr. Vest it was 
presented by Mr. Gorman. 

The voting on this amendment pro- 
ceeded quietly, and it was soon disposed 
of. The only vote considered as at all 
significant of a change favorable to the 
treaty was that of Mr. McEnery, who 
voted against the amendment. Sena- 
tors Jones of Nevada, McLaurin and 
Kenney voted for it. 

The vote was immediately announced 
and pages were sent scurrying through 
the corridors to announce to the few 
senators who were not in theirseatsthat 
the culminating event had arrived. The 
call proceeded quietly until the name of 
Senator McLaurin was announced. He 
created the first stir by a speech in ex- 
planation of his vote for the treaty. 
This was the initial break in the ranks of 
the opposition. Mr. McLaurin gave as 
the reason for his change of position the 
Open hostiléties in Manila.

tors. Several hundred of the natives 
were captured, and are now in the mil- 
itary prison here. 


It was evident that the natives have 
been preparing for some time for just 
such an attack as this one. In fur- 
, therance of their scheme they cut the 
telegraph wires, which for a time caused 
no little bother to the Americans. The 
signal corps were compelled to work 
hard to repair the lines. 

The Fourteenth regiment regulars were 
in a particularly tight place near Singa- 
lon, and Colone! Duboce was compelled 
to rush past them with the reserve in 
order to prevent the regulars from being 
cut off. In the last Hne 12 men were 
killed before the rebels retired. 

Both sides cheered frequently during 
the engagement. The American “hur- 
rahs” were almost invariably met by de- 
rigive ‘“‘vivas.” Among the natives the 
Vgorotos were specially noticeable for 
their bravery, about 700 of these naked} 
savages facing artillery fire with their] 
bows and arrows.

“This may sound harsh and prejudiced, 
but the fact is that, in spite of the treaty 
and pow-wows, the Indians thought we 
withdrew from their country because we 
were afraid of them and they went to 
burning abandoned military stations, 
and as there was nobody there to stop 
them and nobody cared whether they 
burned them or not, they went from that 
to the warpath and commenced wiping 
out settlements outside their concession. 

“The « is just the same today in 
the Philippines. It is unfortunate for 
them that the natives can't understand 
a humane policy on the part of this gov- 
ernment, or that we intend to deal hon- 
estly with them. Forbearance on our 
part now simply means to them that we 
are afraid of them, and the quicker we 
whip them thoroughly and disabuse their 
minds, the sooner we can enter on an era 
of peaceful reconstruction and reform.”

Washington, Feb. 8.—Yesterday and 
today were set asidé in the house for

Desperadoes In Manila Are Closely 
Watched by the Americans, 


Insurgents Are Dying by Hun- 
dreds In Trenches. 


Officer and Private of a Kansas Regiment | 


K:lled Whiie Reconnoitering. 


Manila, Feb. 8.—There are many indi- 
cations that Manila is full of desperadoes 
who had intended to co-operate with 
Aguinaldo. The police are continually 
capturing men and women with weapons 
concealed in their clothing. The vigi- 


lance of the authorities in this respect | 


is highly reassuring. 

Many native clerks, employed by mer- 
cantile houses, are missing. As it isim- 
possible that they should have passed 
the lines, the inference is that they are 
in hiding in the city. 

Several attempts were made to assas- 
Sinate Americans on the streets, but that 
danger is now at aminimum. The na- 
tives are terribly cowed, and the pre- 
cautions taken, especially against incen- 
diarism, are admirable. 


The rebels, who have been swept in| 


every direction, like pheasants in a 
battue, die by the hundreds in the 
trenches—for the most part passively, 
except the Ygorotes, who charge des- 
perately and uselessly. 

The rebel prisoners declare that their 
attack was unpremeditated; that the 
outposts fired and then everybody fol- 
lowed in accor@ance with a sort of gen- 
eral understanding. 


Lieutenant Alford, company I, Twen- 
tleth Kansas infantry, and a private 
of that company, were killed, and six 
other members of the regiment were 
wounded near Caloocan last evening 
while reconnoitering. The party wasin 
a jungle, when it was attacked by the 
enemy. 

Two companies of the Kansas regiment 
were sent to the relief of their comrades 
and drove the Filipinos into Caloocan, 
penetrating to the very heart of the 
town. Meanwhile the gunboats shelled 
the suburbs. 

Genera! Otis finally recalled the troops, 
but the natives, misunderstanding the 
retreat, failed to take advantage of it. 
The outskirts of the town were burned.

What Filipinos Will Do, 

London, Feb. 8.—The rt 
yesterday, said: “It is perfec... au 
that the unfortunate hostilities at Ma- 
nila were occasioned by an attempt of 
the Nebraskans to find a pretext to ob- 
tain control of the Singalon waterworks. 
The Americans for months have en- 
Geavored fruitlessly to induce the Fili- 
pinos to withdraw from these works, as 
the latter fully recognized their immense 
Strategic importance. By the destruc- 
tion of the villages between the sea and 
the river bank the Americans secured a 
Vast open space from which Manila 
might otherwise have been attacked un- 
der cover. 

“As the Americans have captured the 
waterworks, the Filipinos will now have 
to retire to the mountains of Sanmateo 
and Boso-Boso, which, as they are only 
an hour's distance, command the capi- 
tal, and it will be impossible to dislodge 
them from there. 

“The whole Filipino strength will now 
be devoted to the protection of the coun- 
try outside of Manila, as Aguinaldo is 
aware that even if he captured the city 
he could not hold it with American war- 
ships in the bay. 

“The Americans also will have to de- 
pend for their food supply on shipments 
from abroad, as the insurgents will ef- 
fectually cut off the supply from the in- 
terior.” 

The Filipino agent concluded with as- 
serting that Agoncillo, Aguinaldo’s agent 
in America, and the European junta had 
unceasingly advised Aguinaldo not to 
commence hostilities. But, he added, the 
Filipinos regarded the landing of Ameri- 
can reinforcements as a threat, and this, 
added to the proclamation of General 
Otis refusing political rights to the na- 
tives and inaugurating a military re- 
gime, had strained native opinion to the 
breaking point. | 


Agoncillo Is Scared. 

Montreal, Feb. 8.—Senor Agoncillo has 
shut up like a ‘clam. Yesterday he 
spoke freely; today he will not talk 
about anything to outsiders except the 
Canadian constitution. The array of 
secret service men, reinforced by a local 
sleuth and his assistants, has terrified 
the Filipino representative into silence. 
The impression here is that if the United 
States government desires to have Ag- 
oncillo leave Canada, it has only to 
request Sir Wilfred Laurier to have him 
gz0. 

Agoncillo is following in the footsteps 
of Carranza and his Spanish spy system, | 
and has now a little detective force of his 
own. The American secret service men | 
who have followed him and his gecre- | 
tary for some time are now being fol-; 
lowed and shadowed in return by two |

SITUATION AT MANILA 


Practically Unchanged Since Stirring 
Events of Tuesday Night, 


Thirty Filipinos Found Dead 
After the Skirmish. 


American Troops In Good Spirits and Rather 
Enjoy Their Experience. 


Manila, Feb. 9.—11a.m.—The Filipinos 
at Caloocan opened fire last evening just 
before midnight upon the Kansas out- 
posts, on the extreme left of the Ameri- 
can line 

They maintained a fusilade of musket- 
ry, supplemented by an occasional shot 
from two big guns, for about 20 minutes. 

The Americans did not reply. The 
enemy fired at long range and nobody 
Was hurt, 

All was quiet along the rest of the line, 
and there was no change in the Ameri- 
Can position during the night. 

The First Wyoming infantry relieved 
the Twenty-third infantry at the water- 
works yesterday, the latter returning to 
provost guard duty in the city, which is 
gradually resuming its normal appear- 
ance 


Tuesday evening, as the Filipinos at 
Caloocan were evidently massing for a 
night attack upon the American left 
wing, companies B, C, and I of the 
Twentieth Kansas infantry were or- 
dered to attack and drive the sharp- 
shooters from a bamboo jungle in front 
of the firing line, where they had caused 
considerable annoyance all the after- 
noon. The battalion charged brilliant- 
ly, driving the enemy like chaff, and 
penetrating to the very heart of Cal- 
oocan, 

First Lieutenant A. C. Alford, as pre- 
viously cabled, was killed while leading 
his company. He was shot in the fore- 
head Sergeant Jay Sheldon, company 
I, was seriously wounded. Privates 
Hewitt, Fritz, Gillilan and two others, 
members of company B, were slightly 
wounded. 

Thirty dead Filipinos were counted 
in the brush, and there were many more 
wounded. The gunboats Concord and 
Callao kepteup.an incessant fire from 
the bay, the Concord dropping™many 
shells in the town with telling effect? 
In order to avoid accidents from this 
source, General Otis was compelled to 
recall the Kansas battalion, after burn- 
ing the outskirts of the town. Either 
the shells of the American warships or 
the natives themselves set fire to some 
buildings Presumably this was the 
result of the shelling. No further at- 
tempt to attack during the night was 
made by either side. 

The Spanish papers generally com- 
ment in favorable terms upon the ad- 
mirable order maintained in Manila. 
The Union Iberica says: We are sat- 
isfied that the Americans, who are for 
the great part volunteers, fought coolly 
and with perfect discipline, though with- 
out entrenchments, at the various 
points defended and demonstrated the 
spirits which animatesthem. The Fil- 
ipinos, who are accustomed to fight in 
trenches and with guerrilla methods, 
also fought bravely, but with less pre- 
cision and regularity. 

The situation today is practically un- 
changed. The American tine has not 
been appreciably extended, and the 
troops generally are taking a much- 
needed __ rest. Reconnaisances show 
that the Filipinos are in force in the 
villages of Pasig and Paranaque—prob- 
ably 7000 men in the latter place, within 
strong fortifications. Allis quiet along 
the line when this dispatch is filed. 

Tuesday the Utahs dropped shells irto 
the villages across the river. The na- 
tives disappeared among the hills, tie 
main body retiring to the right and the 
others scattering. Subsequently the 
Americans reconnoitered and found the 
village of San Pedro completely de- 
serted. 

They did not burn it, and yesterday 
the villagers returned in small parties, 
bearing bamboos, to which white rags 
were fastened. They kept, however, out 
of range. Later signal fires were lighted 
along the ridge on the other side of tue 
valley. 

The American troops are in excellent 
spirits and appear to regard their ex- 
periences as a picnic rather than a stern 
reality. One burly Coloradoan, who was 
discussing the capture of the water- 
works, said it reminded him of a rabbit 
drive on the Colorado plains. 

General Overshine’s brigade, the 
Fourth cavalry, Fourteenth infantry and 
the First North Dakota infantry, on the 
right, did some reconnoitering yester- 
day, but otherwise has been taking mat- 
ters easily. The First Washington in- 
fantry, the First Idaho infantry and the 
North Dakotas are strung out from 
blockhouse 11 to the old Spanish trenches 
southwest of Malate fort, where the 
Fourteenth infantry is quartered. 

A few native houses, from which shots 
have been fired, were burned; but most 
of the others are either vacant or marked 
with white flags.

at Paranaque. General King’s priguae, 
which includes the First California in- 
fantry, First Idaho infantry, First 
Wyoming infantry and First infantry, 
has been compelled to destroy the village 
of San Pedro Macate, as the natives, 
moving from house to house, fired from 
the windows as the Americans ad- 
vanced. The Fourth cavalry has hugely 
enjoyed foraging for food. All that is 
left of Paco and Santa Ana is occupied 
by the Californians. 


The provost guard is in absolute con- 
trol of Manila, All fears of a native up- 
rising in the oity were dispelled by the 
promptitude which quelled the outbreak 
On Monday evening. The streets were 
deserted Tuesday evening by 9 o'clock, 
and not a light was to be seen in the 
native quarter. 

The Filipimos, accustomed to Spanish 
methods, are constantly inquiring of the 
American soldiers when the prisoners 
are to be executed. They seem unable 
to realize that orders have not already 
been issued for the execution. Indeed 
headquarters is besieged by women 
anxious to plead for the lives of their 
relatives and friends. 

All is quiet at Cavite. 
lack of supplies in the adjacent village 
of San Roque, Commissary Milliken has 
been authorized to sell necessaries to 
those able to pay for them; and there 
will be a distribution of free rations to 
Others. The rebels, it appears, had 
loopholed a church tower in Cavite, evi- 
Gently with the purpose of occupying it 
with sharpshooters. 

Senor Aguillos, the Vilipino ex-com- 
missioner, made an unofficial visit to 
General Otis yesterday. Today is the 
first day of the Chinese new year, and 
orders have been issued prohibiting fire 
works. Pumping at the waterworks has 
been resumed. 

General Hale’s brigade, consisting of 
the First South Dakota infantry, First 
Colorado infantry and First Nebraska 
infantry, supported by a battery of the 
Utah light artillery, occupies the most

War Investigation Commission’s Re- 
port Represents Honest Opinions, 


President Takes Action Con- 
cerning Miles’ Charges. 


Court of Inquiry Directed to Take Up the Mat- 
ter of “Embalmed Beef.” 


WaShington, Feb. 10.—President Mc- 
Kinley, on rev eiving the report from the 
war investigation commission yesterday, 
congratulated the commissioners on the 
completion of their task. The commis- 
Sioners Went over their workina general 
Way and, at the request of the president, 
read portions of the report which cavers 
certain points in which he bad expressed 
an interest. The conference lasted about 
anhourandahalf. The president stated 
that he was satisfied that each aember 
had done his whole duty. He, himself, 
had rendered them every assistance pos- 
sible, and he said that they would bear 
Avitness that he had not sought to in- 
fluence them in any manner or in the 
Slightest degree. 

In speaking of the report to a Star 
reporter, a prominent member of the 
commission said: “The report does 
not whitewash, It criticises, but not 
persons or things not warranted by the 
evidence us. We started out 
with the assumption that the conduct 
of the war was all right, and then we 
went ahead to hear witnesses who said 
it was not. That report represents the 
honest opinion of every member of the 
commission. We were unanimous in 
adopting it I say this, and I am of 
the opposite political faith, and don't 
want anything from the administration. 

“There no suppression or con- 
cealment, and no point brought out in 
the evidence was evaded or glossed over. 
We never met before hearing a witness 
and agreed not to examine him or to 
touch upon certain matters that might 
turn out unfavorably. Everything that 
a man knew or thought he knew was the 
subject of inquiry, and I am satisfied, 
when the country gets our report in full, 
that there will be no complaint either 
“¢-ta.gur methods or results. 

“The pres! lent never saw a word of 
our report before fe eceived it officially. 
Nor, indeed, has he ever talked with any 
of the committee aboutit. He has never 
in any way, by word, or action, or mes- 
senger, evidenced a wish to have us 
develop anything but the truth, or even 
touched upon the matter of our work. 

“We have questioned more than 500 
witnesses, and the majority of them had 
some complaint they wanted to relate. 
In no instance can it be proved that we 
have omitted to call any witness who 
has brought to our attention as 
having important facts to disclose, 

‘Of course there were some evils, but 
they were to be expected. The sol- 
diers in the Civil war never had hos- 
pitals or medical attendance so good as 
was given them in the war with Spain, 
and their army ration then was not as 
eatable as now. The men who com- 
plained the most of the food we found 
were very generally the militiamen from 
the interior states, and who had been 
allowed $2 per head for subsistence 
stores while they were in state camps. 
When they went into active fighting 
they expected the same sort of thing. 
These men nearly all confessed to us 
that they had always received the army 
rations.

The president has appointed a court 
of inquiry to examine into the charges 
made by General Miles touching the 
meat furnished the American army dur- 
ing the war with Spain. 

The detail for the court is: Major 
General James F. Wade, United States 
volunteers; Brigadier General George 
W. Davis, United States volunteers; Col- 
onel George L. Gillespie, corps of en- 
gineers, United States volunteers; Lieu- 
tenant Colonel George B. Davis, deputy 
judge advocate general, U.S. A., re- 
corder. The order says: 

The court is hereby directed to investi- 
gate certain allegations of the major 
general commanding the army in respect 
to the unfitness for issue of certain arti- 
cles of food furnished by the subsistence 
department to the troops in the field 
during the recent operations in Cuba 
and Porto Hico. In addition to its find- 
ings of fact, the court will submit an 
opinion upon the merits of the case, to- 
gether with such recommendations as 
to further proceedings as may seem to 
be warranted by the facts developed in 
the course of the inquiry. 

The officers named will repair to this 
city for the purpose herein indicated, 
and, upon the adjournment of the court, 
will return to their proper stations. The 
travel enjoined is necessary for the pub- 
lic service.

This court og inquiry, it is said by per- 
sons versed in military jurisprudence, 
will be unique in that it will be directed 
in its investigation against a state of af- 
fairs and not against a person, for al- 
though General Miles is named as the 
author of certain allegations in the for- 
mal order, it is these allegations, and not 
Genera! Miles, that are the subject of in- 
quiry. The only regulation in the army 
manual bearing on courts of inquiry 
provides that they may be appointed to 
inquire into any allegation against, or 
the conduct of, an officer or an enlisted 
man, but nothing is said about an in- 
quiry into a state of things. 

It is to be assumed that the president 
has thoroughly satisfied himself as to the 
legality of this order before issuing it. 
The court has no power to compel the 
testimony of civilian witnesses, and in 
ordinary cases would be limited in its 
report to a mere staterment of facts de- 
veloped, though the regulations permit 
the convening authority to add to the In- 
Struction a direction to express an 
Opinion on the merits of the case and to 
fix responsibility. This privilege has 
been availed of, it appears, in the pres- 
ent instance. Therefore the court of in- 
guiry, should it find that General Miles’ 
charges are not sufficiently established, 
may express ar, Opinion as to whatcours 
should be pursued toward him. In other 
words, it may recommend his trial by 
court-martial for making 
charges. 

Inasmuch as the court of inquiry will 
have to take up the whole subject of the 
meats furnished to the army and ascer- 
tain the exact state of this meat as it left 
the packers’ hands, as well as look inte 
the preliminary operations of slaughter- 
ing, packing and canning and refrigerat- 
ing, a good deal of time probably will be 
consumed in the inquiry. It may be 
necessary also to call personally before} 
the court all of the officers cited in criti- 
cism of the meat by General Miles, num- 
bering between 60 and 70, in which case| 
a good deal of expense will be incurred 
and still more time consumed. 

The administration takes the position 
that these charges against the character 
of the meat supply shall be thoroughly 
sifted, and if wrong has been done them 
it shall be corrected. It is not regarded 
as any reflection upon the commission 
to investigate the conduct of the war 
that another tribunal is now to under- 
take the investigation of a subject that 
was inquired into by that commission. 
The fact is that the commission had 
legal power in its proceedings and ts 
findings have no legal weight. 

It was intended to satisfy the president 
himself and the American public ct a- 
cerning the conduct of the war depart- 
ment, and the quality of the food supply 
was only an incidental branch of the in- 
vestigation. On the other hand, the 
court of inquiry has as much power,

be paid to Spain under the provisions 
of the treaty of Paris. Messrs. Gros-

Editors of the Daily Ledger: 

Wollaston citizens who have been bit 
hard by the sidewalk assessments are 
indignant that the city should have 
levied more than the maxmium amount 
which the law allows. The law reads 
that no abutter shall pay more than 
one-half. The city it seems has 
assessed more than one-half,—that is 
the abutters have to pay one-half 
directly in thirty days time and the 
balance which the city ‘‘assumes’’ 
goes into the general tax levy and 
eventually finds its way ‘again on to 
each abutter’s regular tax bill. 

One poor woman has already publicly 
made the declaration that unless the 
city abates her assessment ($71), she

Labels on Young Trees. 


A writer in Vick’s Monthly tells that 


| as he pussed through his young orchard 


some time ago after considerable ab- 
sence he noticed on one of the trees the 
case of label strangulation illustrated 
herewith (A). The part of the branch 
beyond the label was completely dead, 
while the label and its wire were im- 
bedded in the growth as shown. Such 


| cases of branch strangulation are of 


very frequent occurrence, although the 
writer does not now recall a similar in- 
stance in his own Jarge plantation, for 
the simple reason that he takes much 
pains to prevent it. 

The remedy is easy enough, and the 
more so if one’s plantation of trees is

Have Not Yet Profited by the 
Severe Thrashing. 


General Otis Gives an Interesting Outline of 
the Present Situation. 


Washington, Feb. 13.—General Otis 

cabled to the war department as fol- 
lows:

p. m.) to disturb the peace of the Sab- 
bath. In Manila the inhabitants have 
generally recovered from the alarm oc- 
casioned by the fear ofa native uprising 
and are resuming their ordinary busi- 
ness. The shipping interests are natural- 
ly suffering, since there have been no 
clearances for Philippine ports within 
a week; but, on the other hand, foreign 
shipping has increased, espec#lly for 
Hong Kong, every steamer bound thither 
being crowded with timid refugees. 
Despite, however, this Sunday quie- 
tude many are asking whether the prob- 
lem is not still far from solution. A week 
ago those who took an optimistic view 
predicted that the terrible lesson just ad- 
ministered to the rebels would settle the 
question of Filipino independence in 
short order. But this prediction has not 
been fulfilled. As a matter of fact the 
rebels are now scattered throughout the 


country, bushwhacking, except at 
Malabon, where they are gathered in 
force. Even there their methods savor 


more of guerilla than of civilized war- 
fare, every bush, clump and tree fur- 
nishing a cover for their sharpshooters. 
Unfortunately, for miles around, the 
land is studded with bamboo jungle; and | 
Open spaces are few and far between. 
This affords the natives, who fight bet- 
ter under cover, a distinct advantage. 
In many places the jungle is so dense 
that the eye cannot penetrate it, and 
only by the flashes of their rifles is the 
whereabouts of the enemy indicated. 
Under such conditions it is remarkable 
that the American casualties should be 
so few; while the number of dead natives 
found in the brush after every skirmish 
testifies to the precision of our fire. Last 
week there was not a single day without 
fighting; but the Americans steadily ad- | 
vanced, carrying everything before them 
and generally increasing their semi- 
circle, until now it spread fan-shaped 
from four to 10 miles around Manila, the 
waterworks being the most distant point. 
It is now known that the Filipino loss 
is fully 2500 killed, with wounded vastly 
in excess of that number, and thousands 
are held prisoners. All this has been 
achieved at the cost of 65 Americans 
killed and 257 wounded. There are two 
Americans missing and unaccounted for. 
No fewer than 20 native vallages have 
surrendered or been captured. Several 
have been destroyed because their houses 
harbored men, frequently disguised in 
female attire, who shot from windows

surgent headquarters if it shall be 
deemed necessary to force the fighting 
and undertake the capture of Aguinaldo. 

The officials here were encouraged by 
General Otis’ quotation of the opinion of | 
creditable persons, F¥lipinos, it is under- 
Stood, to the effect that Aguinaldo no 
longer has the power to keep the insur- | 
gents under his lead, as this points to an 
early submission of the insurgents to | 
the American government. None will be| 
allowed to come into Menila, however, 
until they have laid down their arms for | 
good, 

As for Aguinaldo, it is now believed; 
that he will refuse to the last to make! 
terms that would meet with the approval 
of Genera! Otis, and that when the insur- 
rection falls through he will escape to the 
continent rather than remain in Luzon. 

Saturday afternoon a reconnoitering 
Party of the Fourteenth infantry came 
upon a large body of the enemy in the! 
jungle near Camp Dewey. The rebels; 
were attacked, and fell back upon the 
main body of the insurgents. The 
Fourteenth infantry, the North Dakota 
volunteers and the Fourth cavalry then 
engaged the enemy and drove them to- 
ward the beach, where one of the gun- | 
received them with a fusillade 
from automatic Colt guns. The enemy's j 
loss was severe, and they scattered along 
the beach, seeking cover from the fire of | 
the Americans. 

Three privates and two troopers were 
wounded. The bodies of two members 
of the California regiment were subse- | 
quently found in the bush to the right 
of the line. They had been shot to 
pieces by the enemy.

DEADLY SNOWSLIDE, 


Twenty-Four Lives Probably Lost In a 
Colorado Mining Distzict. 

Georgetown, Colo., Feb, 13.—In a snow 
Slide at Silver Plume yesterday 24 lives | 
are believed to have been lost. The dead | 
are Italian miners with their families. 
Eleven bodies have been recovered, only 
two of which have been identified. The 
disaster occurred at 8 o'clock yesterday 


morning. The avalanchecame with ter- 
ritic force, carrying with it huge boulders 
and ‘immense trees. A short distance 


from the starting point the avalanche | 
parted, one section coming from Chero- | 
kee gulch, taking with it two cabins oc- 
cupied by Italians and the shaft house | 
of the Carry City mine.

Pelican and the Seven-Thirty mines. 
This portion of the slide did the most | 
damage. } 
Settlements of miners, mostly Italians, | 
were situated in both gulches. For 
week or more the inhabitants bave! 
moved from place to place to es:ape | 
threatening disaster should the sow! 

Some 
of the most venturesome lingered in their 
homes, and when the slide came yester- 
day escape was for them impossible. It 
is estimated that 13 bodies are still buried 
beneath the snow on the two gulches. 
There is practically no hope for those 
under the debris.

Chicago, Feb. 13.—Sixteen skaters, liv- 
ing in the suburbs of Rogers Park and 
Lake Forest, were carried ovt into Lake 
Michigan on ice floes yesteriiay. Ten 
of fhem were rescued, and during the | 
entire evening searching parties made | 
fruitless efforts to secure some trace | 
of the missing six. All of those who | 
were rescued were carried out on the ice 
off Lake Forest, and two of the num- 
ber, who ventured on the frozen lake 
there, are supposed to have been 
drowned.

MILES 1S REPRIMANDED 


gating Commission. 


No One In War Department' 
Guilty of Dishonesty. | 
—_ | 


Finding That No Refrigerated Beef Had Under- 
gone Chemical Treatment. | 


Washington, Feb. 13.—It took 65,000 
words to express the opinions of the war 
investigation commissioners, whose re- 
Port was transmitted to the president 
last week. The report was given to the 


| press last night. 


The report in substance exonerates 
Secretary Alger on all the charges made 
against him in connection with the war. 
On the charges made by General! Miles 
that “embalmed” beef was furnished the 
troops, the report says that the charges 
were not well founded. | 

Of General Eagan’s department, the re- 
port speaks very kindly. | 

The general tone of the report is one 
of general approval for the secretary and 
his bureau chiefs and of criticism for 
General Miles, whom it takes occasion to | 
reprimand directly, charging him with 
Neglect of duty. 

The fault for practically all the trouble 
experienced in supplying the troops with | 
jfood, etc., and the failure of the medical | 
department to take proper care of the 
army, is ascribed to the country being 
unprepared for war. | 

The commission finds 
‘mauga camp was overcrowded, that 
Camp Alger was improperly located and | 
that the other camps, with the exception 
of Miami, were well selected. Miami, 
which the board says was selected by 
General Miles, is branded as an improper |

selection in every way. 

The report says in part: “Any charge 
of corruption or intimation of fraud or 
bribery in connection with the letting of 


| any contract, even a hint of wrong- 


doing, has been carefully investigated. 
“It may be said now, at the beginning 
of this report, that there has been no 
evidence before us that any one In or 
connected with the war department bas 
dishonestly received a dollar.” 


In the matter of regimental officers, the | 
commission recommends for the future | 
a strict examination into the qualifica- 
tions of all officers appointed to the 
army, regular or volunteer. The estab- 
lishment of schools of instruction for in- 
experienced officers taken from.civillan | 
life to meet the emergency created by 
the war, is highly recommended. 

“The routine work in the departments,” 
says the commission, “in our opinion, is 
far beyond what is necessary, and each 
year seems to increase it. The methods 
employed make it almost impossible to 
transact business promptly. No 
well-regulated concern or corporation 
could transact business satisfactorily 
under such regulations as govern the 
staff departments.” 

Speaking of the lessons taught by ex- 
perience, the report says: ‘The present 
camps are models, the hospitals adapted 
to the comfort and care of the sick, the 
grounds clean and the sanitary condi- 
tions greatly improved. The troops are 
now moved with promptness, without 
friction and with more rapidity than in 
the beginnimg of the war. 

“One of the lessons taught by the war 
is that the country should hereafter be 
in a better state of preparation for war. 
Suggestions have been made that large 


| supplies of all the materia! not liable to 


deterioration should be kept on hand to 
be continuously issued and renewed, so 
that in any emergency they might be 
available.” 

Perhans the most significant utterance 
in the whole document, so far as con- | 
cerns the discipline and efficiency of the | 
army comes nex{: | 

“For many years the divided authority 
and responsibility in the war depart- | 
ment has produced friction, for which a 
remedy, if possible, should be applied.” 
The commission then quotes Lieutenant 
General Schofield, who recommended the 
revival of the rank of general-in-chief, 
which makes the commanding general 
practically the president’s chief of staff. | 
This is the nearest the board comes to 
6uggesting a remedy. 

“The records of the war department 
show that the secretary of war extended | 
to all chiefs of bureaus cordial and full | 
support, and promptly responded to 


| every proper demand made upon him by 


commanding officers. No testimony has 
been presented showing intentional neg- 
lect of duty nor any attempt to serve 
personal interests. The charges made 
that the secretary of war was pecuni- 
arily interested In contracts, purchases 
and other transactions of the war de-| 
partment have been thoroughly exam-| 
ined and found baseless.” 

Of the department, the commission | 
Says: “The declaration of war threw | 
upon the department an amount of labor 
and responsibility for which it was | 
neither physically nor financially pre- 
pared. In spite of every effort there 
were occasions where troops suffered 
from poor tentage or from lack of tent- 
age-and absence of straw for bedding, 
where clothing was scarce and troops | 
suffered discomfort for lack of shoes, 
ehirts and other articles of apparel. 


“at Santiago the deficiency at the front | 
appears to have been caused rather from | 
lack of transportation from the coast | 
than from the lack of clothing and tent- 
page, asupply of which wason the trans-

“The condition of the railroad conges-

Until the Session Is Ended, 


Democratic Senators Opposed 
to the Army Bill. 


Will Be Asked to Reconsider Propositions to 
Vote on McEnery Resolution. 


Washington, Feb. 13.—The house will 
have little or no time during the re- 


maining three weeks of the session to 


devote to anything except appropriation 
bills. Yet there are a number of 
measures of great importance which will 
press for consideration. Much influence 
is being brought upon the committee on 
rules for another day for the passage of 
the public buildings bill, to which the 
house last week devoted two days in 
committee of the whole, and this request 
will probably be acceded to, but hardly 
during the coming week. 

The announcement of Chairman Can- 
non that there was no time to consider 
the steamship subsidy bill and the Nic- 
araguan canal bill settles the fate of 
the former. 
are to try a 


flank movement by at- 


tempting to attach the canal bill to the 


sundry civil bill now under considera- 
tion. 
bill will have at this session, its sup- 
porters will make a desperate fight. 
Time nmtust be given for the considera- 


tion of the bill for the government of 


Hawaii, but it also, for the present, 
must give way to the appropriation 
bills. Five of the great annual budgets 


still remain unacted upon by the house, 


and as they are the most important of 


the appropriation bills it will require 
practically 11 the remainder of the ses- 
sion to put them through and consider 
the conference report upon the other 
appropriation bills as they are brought 
in. This w''l undoubtedly prove to be 
the case if the opposition shows a dis- 
position to debate the various proposi- 
tions as they are brought into the arena. 
This seems altogether likely. Dur- 
ing the earlier part of the session the 
opposition was passive, but it seems to 
have been aroused by the debate on the 
army reorganization bill, and within 
the past week has become quite ag- 
gressive. 

The threat of an extra session appears 
to hold no terrors for the Democrats 
and Populists. Indeed sOme of them 
would apparently welcome it, especially 
if it were called to increase the size of 
the regular army. 


The consideration of the sundry civil 
bill for amandment under the five-min- 
ute rule was resumed today. Its scepe 
has been so enlarged and complicated 
by the attempt to place the canal bill 
upon it as a rider that it is difficult to 
predict how many additional days will 
be required to pass it. The whole ques- 
tion of receipts and expenditures of the 
government, the deficiencies and the 
possibility of a bond issue, is likely to 
be thoroughiy ventilated. As an un- 
embarrassed proposition, the Nicarag- 
uan canal bill would doubtless com- 
mand a very strong majority in the 
house, but, with the power of the ap- 
propriation committee and the threat 
of a bond issue thrown in the balance 
against it, and the liklihood that togeta 
direct vote upon it will require a re- 
versal of the ruling of the chair, it is 
excedingly doubtful whether it can 
carry. 

As soon as the sundry civil bill is out 
of the way, the fortifications bill will 
follow, and the other three appropria- 
tion bills in the following order—naval, 
army and general deficiency. Both the 
Naval and army bills, in view of the 
existing situation, will furnish texts for 
the discussion of our future policy, and 
may be prolific of long struggles. It 
would sem, therefore, unless the oppo- 
sition resumes a passive attitude that 
the house will have its hands full for the 
remainder of the session in getting 
through the appropriation bills. 

The promised effort on the part of the 
committee on military affairs to get im- 
mediate consideration of the army re- 
organization bill probably will be the 
most important feature of the proceed- 
ings of the senate during the present 
week. 

Lines are divided very sharply on this 
bill and the contest over its considera- 
tion will unquestionably be both fierce 
and stubborn. The Republican members 
of the committee manifest a strong de- 
termination to press the bill regardless 
of all oteer measures, and their first ef- 
fort will be to secure consent from the 
committee on appropriations to set the 
appropriation bills aside until the army 
reorganization bill can be disposed of. 
They argue that it is useless to proceed 
with the appropriations, especially those 
for the army, until they know how large 
the army will be. They also urge that 
there is far greater necessity for legis- 
jlation increasing the size of the army 
| than for the appropriation of money to 
;Meet the government's expenditures. 
Said Senator Warren of the military 
committee in discussing this matter: 

“The present appropriations hold good 
| until the first of next July, while the 
volunteer army will necessarily be dis- 
banded as soon as the peace treaty is 
Figned by the Spanish authorities, We 
will then be in a ridiculous plight, with 
all our new possessions on our hands and 
our forces reduced to such an extent that 
we will not be able to even man our guns 
in this country, unless we get an increase 
ofthearmy. Itis absurd to say that any 
temporary expedient would answer the 
purpose, You cannot find men to enlist 
in the regular army at $13 a month un- 
less they are sure of steady employ- 
ment.” 

The Democrats, not only on the mili- 
tary committee, but throughout the sen- 
ate, will resist any effort to get the army 
bill through. They say, however, they 
will not try to prevent consideration of 
the bill. Speaking on this point Senator 
Jones of Arkansas said:

tion bills before the senate, so that the 
time for the experiment is not unpropl- 


tlous. These are the agricultural and mili- | 


tary academy bills, and both can be dis- 
posed of in very short order unless there 
should be extraneous opposition to them. 
This is not to be expected, except as an 
expedient to stand off the army Dill. 
Much of the proceedings of the last two 
days of last week was due to the ex-

the army bill, and the proceedings were 
intended to indicate to the friends of that

MILES IS REPRIMANDED

Part of those cnarged witn cne ioading, 
unloading and handling of the trains. 

“Congestion also occurred at Chicka- 
mauga park.” Thé congestion at Camp 
Wikofft is accounted for by the commis- 
sion as caused by the side tracks being 
in such condition that they could not be 
used. 

“Many of the transports were poorly 
equipped with sleeping accommodatiens, 
the sinks in many instances were in- 
convenient and insufficient, and some of 
the vessels were badly ventilated and 


filled with disagreeable odors. The 
quartermaster’s department ought to 
have been able to more thoroughly 
equip these vessels, and surely it should 
have been more certain of their carry- 
ing capacity. 

“The delay in some instances in re- 
eciving medical supplies at Santiago 
seems to have been partially due to 
carelessness in loading them on the 
transports. 

“Owing to the lack of necessary trans- 
ports, the means of land transporta- 
tion during the Santiago campaign were 
painfully deficient. 

“So far as we have been able to as- 
certain, there was but one occasion, that 
of a day in front of Santiago, when the 
troops were seriously short of rations. 
These had 
aside when the men went into action. 
The condition of the roads and lack of 
transportation prevented prompt reis- 
sue. At times the vegetable ration was 
not of good quality, the potatees and 
onions being spoiled. 


“Up to Dec. 21 examination of nu- 
merous officers and enlisted men had 
been made as to the quality and con- 
dition of the meat issued to the troops.

“It appears from the report of Dr. 
Daly, which he handed to General Miles 
nished to the troops was ‘apparently 
stated that the refrigerated beef fur- 
nished to the troops was ‘appartntly 
chemically treated.’

Four Bullet Wounds. 

Providence, Feb. 14.—Medical Ex- 
aminers Longfellow, Perkins and Terry 
held an autcpsy yesterday on the body 
of Mrs. Amos D. Palmer, who was shot 
by her husband at their home in Edge- 
wood, a suburb of this city, Sunday 
nijht. Four bullet holes were found in 
the, left breast, and one in the left 
arm, entering at the wrist and leaving 
at the elbow. The upper wound, about 
three inches above the nipple, caused 
death, the bullet having passed through 
the heart. The wounds wers close to- 
gether, a short distance below, and the 
fourth was within a radius of four 
inches. The course of the bullets con- 
verged to the stomach, through which 
they passed, lodging in and near the 
spine. Medical Examiner Longfellow 
has reported the case to Coroner Haw- 
kins, who will hold an inquest.

He then showed the first 
official cablegram which he had received 
about the situation at Manila, and which 
came through the Hong Kong junta.

gree softer, and not even a block of 
wood for a pillow. In the morning we 
| turned them out without anything to 
eat save a most meager meal of unfit 
feod and, marching them to the ont- 
skirts of the city, told them to ‘move 
on.’ I suppose our neighboring cities 
were at the same time telling their 
gangs to move on toward Toledo. 

**Now we have for these poor unfor- 
tunates a municipal lodging house, 
where the tramp is given a good sup- 
per, a bath—that being obligatory— 
and then a nice, clean bed to sleep in. 
All he has to do for this is to work one 
or two hours to pay for what he has re- 
ceived.’”’

PERILS OF THE DEEP. 


Another List of Gasualties 
During the Blizzard. 


Remainder of Crew of William 
Lawrence Rescued. 


Fruit Steamer Admiral Dewey Hard 


and Fast on Cattyhunk, 


Sailors Rescued From the Missing Bulgaria 


Tell Story of the Accident. 


Savannah, Feb. 16.—Every member of 
the crew of the wrecked steamship 
William Lawrence was saved, but only 
after the greater number of them had 
euffered terrible hardships. The tugs 
Cambria and Cynthia came in last even- 
ing from the sea islands of South 
Carolina, bringing with them Captain 
A. L. Willis and 13 men, constituting 
those who had been missing since Sun- 
day morning, when the ship was aban- 
doned in the breakers off Port Royal 
har. The tugs, with Agent Carolin on 
board the Cambria, left the city yester- 
day morning, and searched every island 
and inlet northward until the castaways 
were found. At 9 o'clock the party was 
discoverd on Hunting island, and taken 
on board the Cambria. 

Captain Willis and his men suffered 
but little less than the crew of Mate 
Beal's boat, which had tied up at the 
sea-buoy as told in Tuesday night's 
dispatches. 

They left the ship on Sunday at 9 
o'clock. After 12 hours at sea ina 
blinding gale, the two boats, under the 
captain and the first officer, made land 
on Capers island, a desolate little sand 
spit. In beaching, both boats, which 
were of iron, were smasheG, and the men 
were thrown iniothe surf. Though al- 
s.tst exhausted and numb, they man- 
aged to scramble beyond the reach of 
the waves. What little drinking water 
they had was lost, together with the 
biscuits. There was nofresh water and 
extremely little fuel on the island, and 
no shelter. The captain had a few 
matches in a metallic box. Tearing the 
seats out of the wrecked boats, a fire 
was made under the lee of a sand dune, 
This saved the men from freezing to 
death. 


The men hovered over the blaze dur- 
Ing the sleet and snowstorm of Sunday 
night and Monday, when the mercury 
was marking 8 to 10 above zero. On 
Tuesday morning one of the boats was 
patched up, and both crews got in it to 
reach Port Royal. They had been with- 
put food since leaving the Lawrence Sun- 
day morning, and without water sincs 
Sunday afternoon. After painful efforts 
they reached Huntingisland. Some sol- 
diers stationed there fed and warmed 
them. Captain Willis says that at the 
time the ship struck the weather was so 
thick that he could not see half the 
length of the ship. He also says that 
something was wrong With the compass, 
and that the ship was somewhat out of 
her course. 

At the hospital last night it was learned 
that Chief Engineer Roach would lose 
one foot and all of the toes of the other; 
that Steward Bingle would lose both feet, 
and that two seamen would lose one foot 
each. Several of the men may lose one 
or both ears. 


About the Bulgaria. 

New York, Feb. 16.—The sailors res- 
cued from the missing steamship Bul- 
garia, which is supposed to have been 
lost off the Azores the latter part of last 
week, have made a statement before the 
German consul in Ponte Del Gada, who 
has cabled it to this city. “On Feb. 2, 
during a severe northwestern gale, the 
rudder broke and three large and five 


collapsible boats were torn away. The | 
ship then being without helm pounded | 
tremendously and sprungaleak. On the 


8rd of the month there was eight feet of 
water in compartment 4, and the ship 
heeled over to port. Over 1000 bags of 
freight were shifted from port to star- 
board without success. On Feb. 5 we 
sighted; the Weehawken and requested 
assistance. The first boat of the Bul- 
garia took 10 passengers, but before we 
were enabled to take more the boat was 
torn away by heavy seas.

can arms and a new chapter to Ameri- 
can history. 

| J do not know why in the year 1899 
| this republic has unexpectedly had 
| placed before it mighty problems which 
| it must face and meet. They have 
come and are here, and they could not 
| be kept away. Many who were im- 
patient for the conflict a year ago, @p- 
| parently heedless of its large results, 
| are the first to cry out against the far- 
reaching consequences of their own act. 
| Those of us who dreaded war most and

UNEXPECTED HAPPENED. 


Kentucky Congressman Would Have $20,- | 


000,000 For Spain Stricken Out. 

Washington, Feb. 17.—The army re- 
organization biil was reported to the 
senate yesterday and Mr. Hawley, 
chairman of the military affairs com- 
mittee, gave notice that he would move 
to procesg to its consideration at the 
earlies.“%, %sible time, The naval per- 
sonne ~. %s taken up and read, but 
ro effO.c “gg. made to proceed further 
with its consideration, 

The military academy appreprst’ a 
bill was passed. The postoffice appro- 
priation bill was under consideration 
during the greater part of the after- 
noon, but was not disposed of finally. A 
spirited debate occurred over the 
amendments of the senate committee 
providing for an appropriation to secure 
fast mail service between New York and 
Washington, and Atlanta and New Or- 
leans. The amendments were retained 
in the bill. 

Two sensational and unexpected 
things happened in the house during the 
consideration of the sundry civil bill. 
The paragraph carrying the appropri- 
ation of $20,000,000 for payment to Spain 
under the terms of the peace treaty was 
stricken out upon a point of order made 
by Mr. Wheeler, a Kentucky Democrat, 
who declared that he opposed the ap- 
propriation on principle, and would re- 
sort to any technicality to defeat it. 

The point of order was debated for 
hours, its determination hinging upon 
the question of whether the ratification 
of the treaty by the senate and its sign- 
ing by the President vitalized it, with- 
out the action of the Spanish cortes. 
Warrant of law was necessary to make 
the appropriation in order. Mr. Hop- 
kins (Rep., Ills.). Who was in the chair, 
sustained the point of order against it, 
and upon an appeal his decision was sus- 
tained, 149 to 5é. Mr. Cannon then tried 
to have the appropriation inserted by 
unanimous consent, but Mr. Wheeler 
again objected. A strong intimation 
was given by Mr. Cannon that a way 
would be found within the rules to make 
the appropriation before the adjourn- 
ment of congress. 

After the sundry civil bill had been 
completed and reported to the house, 
Mr. Hepburn of Iowa moved to re- 
commit it with instructions to report 
it back with the Nicaraguan canal bill 
incorporated in it. This was an un- 
expected movement. The motion was 
declared out of order by the spdéaker, 
whereupon Mr. Hepburn appealed, and 
Mr. Payne moved to table the appeal. 
The vote upon the latter motion resulted 
97 ayes to 67 nays. Asno quorum was 
developed, the friends of the canal bill 
managed to carry an adjournment until 
today. This gives them time to mar- 
shal their forces for the final encounter 
today, when the vote will again be 
taken.

Rag Carpets, 

A very pretty carpet for a Dutch or delft 
blue room may be made of white and blue 
rags in hit or miss effect with a deep blue 
border, says The Ladies’ Home Journal 
White cloth of any kind can be colored the 
required tint either with indigo or the reg- 
ularly prepared household dye. Rag car- 
pet is woven in breadths of a yard in 
width and in any length required. One 
breadth in solid colorcan form the border- 
ing if desired. If warp is used one pound 
and one ounce of rags will be required for 
one yard, but the fabric will be more 
loosely woven and not as durable. Silk 
can be used instead of cloth, and even old 
ingrain or three ply carpeting.

Wollaston Golf Club to Have 
One of Best Courses. 


Wollaston golfers, says the Tran- 
script, are rejoicing over the prospects 
for the club, which is to broaden out 
this season, and have an eighteen-hole 
course. At a meeting of the club last 
week it was voted to transfer the 
rights, title and interest in the club, 
with its lease of Belleview Park, 
Quincy, its bank account and all 
property which the club owns, to the 
new incorporated Wollaston Golf club. 
This step is the first toward securing 
the eighten-hole course which has been 
under consideration byWollaston golfers 
for more than a year, and while only 
nine additional holes will be put in 
this season, the club has acquired 
property valued at $35,000, which will 
give it room for an_ eighteen-hole 
course another year, when its lease of 
the land on which the present nine-hole 
course is situated expires. The 
nataral undulations of the country and 
above all, the fine quality of the turf, 
give the Wollaston Club opportunity to 
have one of the best course in this part 
of the country. The turf is similar 
to that at Hamilton, where the open 
championship was played last year, 
and it is even more durable. Wollas- 
ton is noted for winter playing, of 
which there was a great deal before the 
links were covered with snow a short 
time ago. The membership of the 
club is full, but with an eighteen-hole 
planned to extend the 
limit, and a club-house will be built 
the with all con- 
veniences.

NICARAGUA CANAL BILL 


May Be Lost Through I's Placing by 
the Senate as a Rider, 


Stormy Times Expected In 
Congress’ Closing Days. 


Must Be Much Work During Next Two Weeks 
to Prevent an Extra Session. 


Washington, Feb. 20.—The house enters 
upon the last two weeks of the session 
with three appropriation bills—the army, 
fortifications and general deficiency— 
unacted upon, and the naval bill but 
half completed. The army bill must 
be held back until the senate shall de- 
cide upon its course relative to the re- 
organization, but it is not anticipated 
that either of the other bills will cause 
trouble. 

The situation in the house, however, 
had been greatly complicated by the ac- 
tion of the senate in placing the Nica- 
raguan cara! bill upon the river and har- 
bor bill as a rider. This will doubtless 
precipitate a bitter fight in the senate, 
and may result im the loss of the bill. 
The failure of the river and harbor bill 
will not make an extra session incum- 
bent, but the contest over it will develop 
bad blood and produce friction which 
may make it all the more difficult with 
the other measures that must of neces- 
sity pass to avoid an extra session. The 
conference reports on all the big appro- 
priation bills are yet to be adopted, and 
if the senate should load some of them 
down, as it has the river and harbor, 
stormy times in the house would be in- 
evitable during the closing days. 

The last six days of the session fortu- 
nately are suspension days, under which 
any proposition can be forced to a vote 
after 20 minutes’ debate onaside. To- 
day is also suspension day under the 
rules and advantage will be taken of it 
to pass the bill for the payment of $20,000,- 
000 to Spain to carry out the terms of the 
Paris treaty. 

Under suspension of the rules, amend- 
ments are not in order, so that the house 
will have no opportunity to vote upon 
any of the numerous expressions of fu- 
ture policy with which various

bills, which all admit must become laws 
in order to prevént an extra session of 
congress.

There are, how- 
ever, ON'y comparatively few of these 
bills, OUtside the appropriation bills, 
which’ must necessarily be acted upon 
befSre adjournment, and if the senate 
shall dispose of these with the same 
facility that it has used in getting rid 
of other important bills during the past 
week the session will be closed up in good 
order and with time tospare. The army 
reorganization bill and the census Dill 
are in reality the only two measures, 
aside from the appropriation bills, upon 
which final action would seem absolutely 
necessary. The census bill has passed 
both houses and is now in conference and 
is reasonably sure of enactment in some 
shape. The army bill is yet to receive 
the attention of thesenate. Other meas- 
ures which will be pressed to a certain 
extent are the Alaskan code bill, the 
Hawaiian territorial organization bill 
and various other bills pertaining to 
Hawaii. 

The contest over the army bill which 
was promised for last week was post- 
poned until the present week largely 
because the storm of the first days of the 
week prevented consideration of the bill 
by the military committee. Senator 
Hawley, chairman of the committee on 
military affairs, has given notice that he 
will seek to have the bill taken up for 
consideration immediately after the dis- 
posal of the routine business today. He 
will first ask for unanimous consent to 
take the bill up, and if this be refused, 
will make a motion to this effect. There 
is no probability that the bill will not be 
taken up, as the Democrats, as well as 
the Republicans, concede the necessity 
for some legislation increasing the army 
to cover the present emergency. With 
the bill once before the senate, Senator 
Cockrell will proceed to give the reasons 
of the opposition to a permanent increase 
in the army, and he will be followed by 
other senators in opposition so long as 
no disposition is manifested to abandon 
at least some portions of the house bill. 
The vital point of difference between the 
two sides of the chamber is the duration 
of time for which the increase in the 
army is to be made. The Republicans 
demand that it shall be permanent and 
the Democrats refuse to make it more 
than temporary. The latter declare that 
they will not abandon this position, and 
say that whatever is done must be done 
with this understanding. Some of the 
friends of the bill have suggested the ac- 
ceptance of the Hull bill with an amend- 
ment making the increase for only a 
specified time; but the Democrats gen- 
erally manifest a disposition not to ac- 
cept this change, as they say it would 
leave the way open for the Republicans 
to get the legislation they want in the 
next congress by repealing the tempo- 
rary provision. So far as tangible basis 
for a compromise has been suggested on 
j either side, but some of the most influ- 
ential members of the senate are work- 
ing to that end, and the prediction ts 
freely made that they will succeed be- 


| fore the close of the session. It has never | 


| been supposed that any common ground 
' would be found until the champions of 
the two sides should have an opportunity 
to test the mettle of each other’s weap- 
ons. This opportunity will come today, 
}and it is expected that tomorrow a 
}chance will be found for a conference 
| looking to an agreement. This oppor- 
tunity will be afforded by taking up the 
| river and harbor bill if present plans are 
| carried into effect. 
Of the supply bills the senate now has 


before it only the postoffice appropria- | 


, tion bill and the river and harbor bill. 
Of these the postoffice bill has received 


partial attention and the river and har- 
bor bill none. It is expected that the 
sundry civil bill will be reported late in 
the week. The river and harbor bill will 
probably arouse considerable discussion, 
and there will be an effort to defeat the 
Nicaragua canal amendment on a point 
of order. There are still four important 
appropriation bills, namely, the naval, 
army, fortifications and deficiency bills 
which have not yet been received from 
the house of representatives. 

Senator Cullum says he will make an 
effort to get up the genera! bill providing 
a government for Hawaii, but the 
chances of success are very slim. Sena- 
tor Fairbanks will also undertake to call 
up the bill extending the anti-contract 
labor laws to Hawaii. There may be an 
effort to amend this measure, and it also 
may fail. Senator Carter will continue 
to press the Alaskan bill whenever op- 
portunity affords. The Sampson- 
Schley controversy will almost certainly 
come up in executive session. The anti- 
scalping bill will be abandoned. Forthe 
rest, there are many minor bills on the 
calendar which will give the senate 
plenty to do when it is not engaged with 
the more momentous questions. Wed- 
nesday will be devoted to the reading of 
Washington's farewell address and to 
eulogies on the late Senator Morrill.

Ministeq Leighman has informed the 
State department that the Swiss govern- 
ment has authorized the inportation into 
Switzerland of American dried fruits 
provided the consignments are exam- 
ined at Basle and found to be exempt 
from scales and other parasites. 

Severe Experience. 

Brunswick, Ga., Feb, 20.—Steamer 
City of San Antonio, three days overdue 
from New York and Boston, arrived 
here yesterday. Captain Avery reports 
the worst experience of his life, and says 
that the storm which he encountered 
soon after leaving New York was ap- 
palling. The San Antonio had been out 
but four hours from New York whena 
blinding snowstorm set in, and she was 
compelled to heave-to. Inside of an 
hour both her anchors had been lost 
and the boat was at the mercy of the 
gale. Captain Avery says it was simply 
impossible to steer the vessel, owing to 
the storm,, and, although she was im- 
mediately sent seaward, he did not know 
where she was going. The snow at 
one time was three inches deep on the 
decks. Heavy seas were shipped, and 
the cabins were soon eight inches deep 
with water. The passengers, of whom 
there were about 150 Boston and New 
York people, were bound for Florida. 

Crew Frostbitten, 

New London, Conn., Feb. 20.—The 
schooner Florence Leland, loaded with 
lumber, arrived in port yesterday with 
her fiag at half mast, as her mate, Will- 
iam Seavery, had been blown overboard 
during the gale of Wednesday last. His 
body was not recovered. The Leland 
also brought to port Captain Warr and 
the crew _of four men of the brig H. B. 
Hussey, which was abandoned 160 miles 
southeast of Montauk Point last Thurs- 
day. The Hussey left Savannah the 
latter part of January, loaded with lum- 
ber for Richmond, Me. She encountered 
three storms, two of which were weath- 
ered successfully, but in the storm of 
the early part of last week she lost her 
rudder and was at the mercy of the 
hurricane that accompanied the bliz- 
zard. The signals of distress were 
seen by the Leland, who rescued the 
men, all of whom were severely frost- 
bitten. 

Exceeds Requirements, 

Portland, Ore., Feb. 20.—The torpedo 
boat Fox, built by the Wolff & Sewicker 
iron works of this city, has been given 
her official trial trip on the Columbia 
river. The trial proved successful in 
every particular, the Fox making an 

j average of 23.13 knots for two hours. 

The contract required the Fox to make 

22.6 knots per hour. 


Shot His Rival. 
Waterbury, Vt., Feb. 20.—Charles 
Doherty, who, it is claimed, attempted 
to kill Fred Murphy, his rival, by shout- 
j ing, was arrested at Montpelier Junction, 
| disguised as a tramp, yesterday morn- 
‘ing. Murphy is alive, with his Sweet- 
heart, Julia Rock, nursing him, but the 
physicians entertain little hope of his re- 
‘covery.

At an Early Morning Fire In a Dwelliog 
House of the Hub. 

Boston, Feb. 20.—In an early morning 
fire in Claremont Park yesterday these 
persons were injured: James Robinson, 
24 years old, injured severely imternally, 
likely to die; Ladderman Frank Leary, 
29 years old, injuries to feet and legs; 
Hoseman Daniel Mahoney, 32 years old, 
Injuries to feet and legs. When the 
first fire engine reached the park scanti- 
ly clad men, women and children were 
fleeing from a number of houses, only 
one of which was on fire, but from this 
one flames were coming from the base- 
ment, first and second floors. On the 
window sill of the third story stood 
James Robinson, clad only in a night 
shirt. Below him the flames were 
crackling, and he called piteously for 
help. Lieutenant Hoar of the engine 
company ordered out the life net, and 
with 10 or 12 men placed it close to the 
building. Robinson was told to jump 
into the net, but he kept delaying 
through fright. Then came a crash of 
glass, and smoke poured out of the win- 
dow behind Robinson, who lost his hold, 
falling towards the net, his body strik- 
ing Lieutenant Hoar and Hoseman 
Kelly on the head, slightly injuring both. 
Robinson fell to the ground unconscious 
and was later taken to a hospital An 
extension ladder was displaced by a hot- 
air explosion, throwing Fireman Leary 
and Mahoney to the ground, but as both 
landed on their feet, from a fall of about 
20 feet, their condition is not serious. 
The fire started through the explosion of 
an alcohol lasp which was being used 
to warm some milk for a baby. 

Insuranee and Labor. 

Boston, Feb. 20.—The Gentral Labor 
union yesterday discussed the recent de- 
cision of the insurance commissioners 
that the insurance law as it is now con- 
structed applies to trade unions having 
a sick and death benefit feature. It was 
conterded that the law should be re- 
pealed, and that the trade unions should 
be permitted to continue this beneficiary 
feature of their work. The delegates 
maintained that as fraternal organiza- 
tlons are exempt from the provisions of 
the law, trade unions should certainly 
not come under its restrictions, inas- 
much as the beneficiary feature is nota 
business in the strict sense of the term. 
The union's view of the matter will be 
brought to the attention of the legisla- 
ture. 

Zach Chandler's Widow Dead. 

Detroit, Feb. 20.— Mrs. Zachariah 
Chandler, widow of the famous Michi- 
gan statesman, died yesterday. She had 
been a sufferer for several months from 
various infirmities. incident to old age, 
to which she finally succumbed. Mrs. 
Chandler was a native of Baltimore. 
During Senator Chandler's career at the 
capital Mrs. Chandler passed the winter 
in Washington, where she was noted as 
a social entertainer. Much of her time 
in later years was spent at ENsworth, 
Me., with her only child, who is the wife 
of Senator Hale of Mains. 

La e.t Co cerning Samoa, 

London, Feb. 20.—The Berlin corre- 
spondent of The Times says: It appears 
that Germary has protested to the 
Washington government against the ac- 
tion of Chief Justice Chambers in Samoa, 
while America has entered a courter pro- 
test against the action of the German 
consul. It is suggested in influential 
circles here that the best solution of the 
difficulty would be a disavowal through 
their representatives by all three pow- 
ers, thus clearing the way for a unani- 
mous decision regarding the future. 

No Passengers Hurt. 

Spokane, Wash., Feb. 20.—A Great 
Northern flyer was wrecked yesterday 
near Wilson creek, between this city 
and Wentachee. Three men were in- 
jured. The accident is attributed to 
the spreading of the rails. The engine 
and tender turned over, and some of the 
passenger cars and the baggage car 
were piled up. No passengers were in- 
jured. 

Peru Is Prosperous. 

Lima, Feb. 20.—The Peruvian govern- 
ment is about to publish in English a 
pamphlet giving a synopsis of the com- 
mercial statistics of Peru during the last 
three years. It is extremely interesting 
as showing an increase in revenue gen- 
erally and a 50 percent increase in ex- 
portation—both due, the government 
will «Jan, to peice and an hon<«st ad- 
ministration. 


Failed For $150,000. 

Leominster, Mass., Feb. 20. — The 
Leominster Shirt company has made an 
assignment. The liabilities are placed 
at $150,000. The company was started 
18 years ago, and fora long time em- 
ployed 600 hands, turning out 500 dozen 
shirts a week. A preliminary statement 
is being prepared by the assignee, and 
in the meantime the factory will be 
closed. 


Succeeded In Killing Himself, 

Whitman, Mass., Feb. 20.—In what 
was probably a fit of drunken rage 
Wentworth Ibbitson of this town at: 
tempted to kill every member of his 
family by shooting Saturcay right.

MILES TAKES iT BACK,

Says Use of Phrase “Pretense of Ex- 
periment” Was Unfortunate, 


Disclaims Intending Any In- 
ference of Fraud. 


Testimony Concerning Alleged Interviews With 
Certain Newspaper Reporters. 


—__ 


Washington, Feb. 21.—The court of in- 
quiry to examine into the 
troversy assembled at the I 
ing yesterday, preparatory to its first 
formal session. The court proceeded to 
the White House, where it paid its re- 
spects to the president, and then to the 
war department,

where it called upon 
Secretary Alger and Major General 
Miles. Meantime representatives of the 
press, who were accorded places in the 
court room, had assembled, and on the 
outside were many other correspondents 
and a number of artists specially de- 
tailed to atg:nd the inquiry. 

The court returned at 12:05 from its 
visits of courtesy, and Colonel Davis 
announced readiness to proceed, and 
read orders convening the court, and its 
instructions. 

General Miles appeared in fatigue uni- 
form, rather striking in its contrast with 
the display of the full dress uniform of 
the court. He submitted to the ques- 
tioning of Colone! Davis, recorder of the 
court, with equanimity, except for a 
flash ef mingled indignation and irony 
when he informed the recorder that he 
was not compelled to. “report” to the 
commissary general of the army. This 
was in reply to a question as to whether 
or not he had reported to the commis- 
gary department the fact that com- 
plaints had been made to him as to the 
quality of meat being issued to the 
troops. An instant later General Miles 
resumed his cool and carefully consid- 
ered replies to the inquiries of the court. 

As indicated by a letter of the adju- 
tant general, read by the recorder for the 
information of the court, the scope of the 
inquiry was limited to the allegations of 
General Miles before the war commission 
as to the quality of the army beef, “and 
the matter purporting to have been fur- 
nished to the public press by the same 
official.” 


In answer to a question of Colonel 
Davis, General Miles said he thought 
his use of “pretence of experiment” was 
unfortunate, and he disclaimed any in- 
tention to impute fraud to any one. 
“As far as indicating fraud,” he said, 
“I wish to state that no such inference 
It was perhaps an un- 
had my at- 
tention been called té it, ¢ might have 
amended it, say—well, ‘on the theory of 
an experiment.’ As a matter of fact it 
was an experiment, and a very costly 
one.” 

“With that disclaimer,” remarked Col- 
onel Davis, “of course we will pass to the 
refrigerated beef.” 

Then, replying to a question, General 
Miles said he first heard complaints 
against the beef at Ponce. The first di- 
rect statement that it had been treated 
chemically came, he believed, from Dr. 
Daly, who presented it late in Septem- 
ber, and appeared subsequently before 
the war commission. 

General Miles said ne did not recollect 
whether Dr. Daly’s report was volun- 
teered or whether he had been ordered 
to investigate and report on the meat. 
It was general talk among the officers at 
Ponce, General Miles continued, that 
the refrigerator beef must have been 
subjected to some chemical treatment 
to makeit keepfor72hours. Dr. Daly’s, 
however, was the first official report. 

General Miles then read a long sum- 
mary of 100 letters, received by him at 
army headquarters, giving the various 
terms in which the army meat was 
characterized. These included ‘‘em- 
balmed,” “decomposed,” “injected,” 
“poisoned,” “spoiled’’ and the like. In 
addition, he showed a summary of re- 
ports on refrigerator beef condemned 
and thrown overboard from transports. 
Cc. C. Yeamans, from the Yosemite, re- 
ported the condemnation of 8000 pounds; 
Lieutenant Colonel O'Neill of the Ches- 
ter, 4000 pounds; Colonel Hamilton 
Lewis, 10,000 pounds. 

He said he should fix Sept. 21, the date 
of Dr. Daly’s report, as about the earliest 
at which the question of chemically 
treated meat had been brought to his 
notice so as to command his full atten- 
tion. 

Only two interviews were called up by 
the court, the first an interview with a 
New York Journal representative early 
in the beef controversy, in which Genera! 
Miles was questioned as charging that} 
certain chemicals were uSed in the pre- 
servation of the army beef, and another | 
of the New York Herald under date of 
Feb. 1, covering about the same ground. | 

General Miles was very slow and care- 
ful in his replies to recorder’s questions 
on this point. He called attention to the 
fact that in both instances he was 
credited in the interviews with refusing 
to answer certain questions, and insisted 
that these refusals should be given due 
weight in considering the questions to 
which he did reply. He said in the case 
of tne interview of Feb. 1 that he hada 
Jetter from the man who wrote the story 
offering to swear that General Miles had 
refused to be interviewed, and that the | 
whole story was made up in the office | 
from the writer's general knowledge of } 
the facts. 

Notwithstanding this, when his final 
answer was asked as to the authenticity 
of the interview Genergl Miles did not

specifically deny it, but merely saya tnat 
it did not quite fairly represent his 
Own opinion in the case. Thesame quali- 
fied denia! as to The Journal interview of 
Dec. 23 was made, leaving the witness on 
record as not assuming any responsi- 
bility for the newspaper’s stateme ents, 
but tacitly admitting that there was a 
g00d deal in them with which he agreed, 

Colonel Gillespie took a hand in the 
inquiry when General Miles finished, de- 
scribing the nauseating qualities of the 
canned and refirigerator beef. 

“Did you, general, ever eat any of this 
beef?” Colonel Gillesple asked. 

“I presume I did, about the time we 
were at Ponce,” said General Miles, with 
tome hesitation. “Yes, I presume a 
fid.” 

“Then,” said Colonel Gillespie, “it had 
hot such characteristic qualities as 
would permit you to detect it off-hand?” 

‘No, sir.’’ 

General Miles then left the witness 
chair. 

The trend of questions put to the other 
witnesses of the day indicated that, sc 
long as they agreed with General es 
as to the cele of the meat furnishe 
the troops in the field, the only criticism 
of their position the court had to make

SCHLEY AND SAMPSON, 


Former Contributes an Interesting 
Chapter In the Controversy. 


Latter’s Charge of “Reprehen- 
sible Conduct’? Unfounded. 


Circumstances Connected With Battle In Which 
Cervera’s Fleet Was Destroyed. 


Washington, Feb. 21.—In reply to a re- 
quest by Chairman Hale of the naval 
committee, Rear Admiral Schley, having 
been granted permission to answer the 
charges made against him in the com- 
munication recently sent to the senate, 


| yesterday handed to the committee on 
| naval affairs his statement, in which he 


disclaims any purpose of controversy 
with the navy department. The letter 
of the department, he says, so far as it 
relates to him, can be summarized under 
the following heads: 

The delay off Cienfuegos; the alleged 
slow progress toward Santiago de Cuba 
from Cienfuegos; the retrogade move- 


| ments of May 26 and 27; the battle of 
| Santiago and 


the destruction of Cer- 
vera’s fleet. 

The admwal says his orders from 
Sampson on May 19 were to blockade 
Cienfuegos, which he proceeded to do. 
He had no knowledge that there were 
any insurgents about Cienfuegos who 
were friendly until the Marblehead ar- 
rived on the 24th. Even had he had this 
| knowledge on May the surf would 
have prevented communication. On his 
| arrival he sent Commander McCalla of 
| the Marblehead ashore to establish re- 
|} lations with the insurgents, the result 
| of which was made known to him at 3:40 
| of May 24. Then, for the first time, he 
|

| learned difiritely that the Spanish fleet 
| was not at Cienfuegos. Within two hours 
he started for Santiago. 

“V'hat possible ground of criticism,” 
| he says, “adverse to me there can be in 
all this I do not see. I was on the spot 
acting under orders which gave me en- 
tire discretion and yet clothed me witk 
the responsibility of going to Santiago 
only after I was satisfied that the fleet 
was noi at Cienfuegos.”

He quotes from the dispatch of Samp- 
son of May 20, in which the latter saya 
| Schley should “hold his fleet off Cien- 
fuegos.”’ If the Spanish ships have put 
into Santiago they must come either to 
Havana or Cienfuegos to deliver the 
munitions of war which they are said 
| to bring for use in Cuba. Iam therefore 
| of the opinion that the best chance to 
capture these ships will be to hold the 


two points, Ctenfuegos and Havana, 
|} with all the force we can muster. If 


| Jater it should develop that these vessels 
are at Santiago we can then assemble off 
that port the ships best suited for the 
purpose and completely blockade it. 
Until we, then, receive more positive in- 
formation, we shall continue to hold Ha- 
vana and Cienfuegos.” 

Admiral Schley adds: “This letter is 
not printed either in the appendix or 
executive documents, but I received it 
on the 23rd, and it shows that I was ex- 
pected to hold my squadron off Clen- 
fuegos.” 

As to the slow progress towards San- 
tiago on account of the Eagle, he states 
that she was a part of the force which 
Admiral Sampson had seen fit to send 
him and he had no right to abandon her.

“cautiously.” If, however, he had 
known that the Spanish fleet wasin San- 
tiago, no consideration for the Eagle or 
anything else would have prevented him 
from getting there at the earliest pos- 
sible moment with the larger vessels, 
but the weather and sea made it impos- 
sible to do better than he did. 

Speaking of the retrograde movements 
which the secretary, adopting the lan- 
guage of Aumiral Sampson, character- 
izes as ‘reprehensible conduct,” Admiral 
Schley that in 42 years’ service, 
‘never was such language used to 
| characterize conduct of mine, and I see 
no reason for it now.” 

He adds: “Acting in accordance with 
my best judgment, in view of the cir- 
cumstances, without certain knowledge 
| of the whereabouts of that Spanish fleet, 
after having been informed by the 
seouts, commanded by such officers as 
Sigsbee, Jewell and Wise, that, although 
they had been off Santiago for a week, 
\that they had seen nothing of it and 
|knew nothing of its movements, or its 
whereabouts since it had left Curacoa; 
after having been assured by Sigsbee 
| that he did not believe it was in Santiago, 
|and by the emphatic declaration of the 
| Pilot Nunez; and knowing, as the sea 
and weather then were, it would be im- 
possible to coal my squadron off the port, 
| I deemed it best to take the action I did, 
|; the final result of which was the loca- 
jtion of the enemy’s fleet in Santiago 
| harbor.”

| Admiral Schley speaks of the difficulty 
| of doing anything with the insurgents, 
| and refers to the manner in which Lieu- 
jtenant Blue took three days to secure 
| information. 

As to the battle of Santiago, Admiral 
Fehley says the facts of that contest 
tpeak for themselves. He quotes from 
his official report to Sampson, in which 
he congratulates the commander of the 
squadron, and said the “victory is big 
enough for allof us." He asks the com- 
mittee to contrast his reports and those 
of Sampson, containing references to 
himself, and continues: 

“As to all this criticism of my course 
prior to-the discovery by me on May 29 
of Cervera’s fleet, whether from Admiral] 
Sampson or the department, none of it 
has ever been made by either to me, and 
{ never heard a word of it from any one 
until after the battle with that tleet, al- 
though more than five weeks had passed 
since the alleged ‘reprehensible conduct” 
|had occurred. 
| Although Admiral Sampson used this 
| language to the secretary concerning me 
on July 10, just one week after the 
battle, he has never to this day, in any 
|manner, or to any extent, intimated to 
|me any disapprobation, or made to me 
any criticism of my conduct of the fying 


| 
| §QUadron.” 


Admiral Schley then submits a long 
fetailed statement of the facts he sum- 
fmarized in the foregoing. 

. Detailing events connected with the 
battle of July 3, he says that at 8:45 of 
that day Admiral Sampson made signal 
from his flagship ‘“‘disregard movements 
of the commander-in-chief,’ and steamed 
eastward to Siboney. “Tks,” says Ad- 
miral Schley, “left me the senior officer 
present, and necessarily clothed me with 
the responsibility of the command.” 

Continuing, he declares that when the 
enemy's vessels came out of the harbor 
a signal was made from the Brooklyn, 
his flagship, to the fleet to “clear ship 
for action.” Then followed the signal 
“close action,” and then the signal “the 
enemy escaping tothe westward.” Fol- 
lowing the appearance of the Spanish 
fleet, there was a general inward move- 
ment of the American vessels, closing in 
and engaging it. Explaining the move- 
ments of the vessels of both fleets, he 
says the Spanish fleet was coming west- 
ward under high speed, and ‘“‘changing 
course more to westward brought the 
Brooklyn heading eastward to meet it, 
into a position where she would have 
blanketed the fire of the eastern vessels 
of our force, now changing their course 
to the westward, and between them the 
Spanish vessels. ‘Instant decision,” he 
continues, was therefore necessary to 
avoid interfering in any way, or cutting 
off any of the fire of our vessels, as would 
have occurred if she had turned toward 
the Spanish fleet, now approaching the 
Brooklyn. Turning outward left the 
enemy’s ships unmasked by the Brook- 
lyn, and exposed them to the concen- 
trated fire of our squadron. The re- 
sult of this manoeuvre was that in 30 
minutes from the opening of the combat 
four of the enemy's vessels were on fire 
and riddled with projectiles. 

All the vessels of the enemy's fleet 
were a little forward of the Brooklyn's 
beam when they turned toward the 
beach on fire, Af the final capture of 
the Colon, at 1:15 p. m., the Brooklyn was 
nearest, the Oregon next and then the 
Texas and Vixen. The New York ar- 
rived at 2:25 p. m., and the commander- 
in-chief assumed command of the 
squadron. Signals were made from the 
Brooklyn to the squadron until all signal 
halyards were shot away, and then by 
the Meyers’ army code.” 


In conclusion Admiral Schley contends 
that the turn of the Brooklyn in the bat- 
tle of the 3rd was “the cru and de- 
ciding feature of the combat and of de- 
cided advantage.” Furthermore he says 
it is a mistake to say that the vessel's 
distance from the enemy was incre 
to the extent of 300 yards, and adds: 
“Though this may not be of record, it is 
a fact nevertheless.” He cites the fact 
that the charts of the board of naviga- 
tors shows that the Brooklyn was near- 
est when it emerged from the harbor, 
nearest at every stage of battle and near- 


ial 


est the Colon when it surrendered, and 
gives many confirmatory details of his 
flagship’s active and effective participa- 
tion in the battle. 

He says he made no report of his 


maneuver in his report of the battle, as} 


its effect upon the battle was never a 
question with him. His last paragraph 
reads: 

“On May 311 received a telegram from 
the commander-in-chief congratulating 
me upon my success in locating and 
blockading the enemy's fleet at Santiago

that time I am at a loss to understand 
how it could have grown into reprehen- 
sible conduct as suggested by Admira 
Sampson in his letter of July 10, 1898, 
some six weeks later.”

Fire Fighters Met With 
Storm of Bullets, 


Natives Finally Cleared Out 
by American Troops. 


Manila, Feb. 23.—Immense damage has 
been done by fires, started by insurgents 
last night. The fire department has 
experienced great difficulty in fighting 
the flames, owing to defective apparatus. 
There was some fighting in the streets 
during the night, but the Americans 
quickly quelled the uprising. 

A number of the insurgents were killed 
and several American 
wounded. 

A large market place was among the 
first to burn. 


soliders were 


setween 600 and 700 res- 

idences and business houses have been 
destroyed. Fires were started at sev- 
cral points simultaneously, and, spread- 
ing with great rapidity, resisted all ef- 
forts to control them. 

Hundreds of homeless natives were 
huddled in the streets, making the pa- 
trol duty of the Americans very difficult. 

At 8 o'clock an incendiary fire occurred 
ir a block of brick buildings occupied by 
Chinese on Calle Lacoste, in the Santa 
Cruz district. A stiff breeze was blowing 
and the inflammability of the structure 
caused the blaze to spread with alarm- 
ing rapidity. The city fire department 
was hopelessly incompetent and the 
English volunteer brigade from Santa 
Mesa was summoned, and with a modern 
engine, pumping adequate streams from 
the canal, succeeded, after four hours’ 
work, in getting the blaze under con- 
trol. 

Meantime the entire block and the 
greater part of two others across the 
street were completely gutted. 

Hundreds of inhabitants were rendered 
homeless 

The Chinese and natives lined the ad- 
jacent streets, while hundreds more, 
fearing @ general conflagration, removed 
their furniture and other portable goods 
in every direction within a radius of a 
quarter of a mile when the alarm was 
first given. 

General Hughes personally superin- 
tended the police arrangements. The 
whole city was thoroughly patrolled and 
guards wére doubled. Every available 
man was dispatched to the region of the 
fire. Impediments were placed in the 
way of the firemen; and the hose was cut 
five different times. This resulted in all 
the natives being driven off the streets, 
those in the immediate vicinity of the 
blaze being corralled in vacant lots and 
guarded until the excitement was over. 
In many instances the natives were in- 
solent and paid no regard to the orders 
given them, and the soldiers were com- 
pelled to use harsh measures. The butts 
of their rifies and their bayonets were 
freely applied. 

The danger from live electric light 
wires necessitated the closing of the cir- 
cuit in the burning region, and the only 
light in certain parts of the city was that 
furnished by the blaze. 

Shortly after midnight, another big 
fire was started in the Tondo district, 
where the natives are thickest, and when 
the firemen and soldiers attempted to 
work a regular fusillade of rifle and re- 
volver shots were fired from the windows 
and roofs of buildings. The firemen, 
escorted by soldiers, proceeded to clean 
out the houses, while the fire was un- 
heeded. 

The Thirteenth Minnesota was re- 
inforced by detachments from the Third 
infantry, the Second Oregon, the Third 
artillery and the Tenth Pennsylvania. 

Bullets fiew in every direction in al- 
most every street in the Tondo and 
Binondo district, causing the most in- 
tense excitement. Captain Robinsonof 
company C, Thirteenth Minnesota, and 
three men were wounded. 

Many timid persons, imagining that 
the rebels had effected an entrance 
through the American lines, and were 
advancing into the city, hurried fran- 
tically from their hotels and houses, only 
to be stopped at the first corner by a 
guard. The sounding of a native bugle 
call, immediately preceding the firing, 
lent color to the story. 

Thousands of Chinese crossed the 
bridges and plazas under fire, hurrying 
with their bundles to the Chinese con- 
sulate. All night long the fire spread 
through the Tondo district, sweeping 
away rows of houses, and devastating | 
acres of territory. 

The damage was inestimable. With 
daylight punitive measures were de- 
cided upon, and the Americans, though 
tired after their sleepless night's work, 
goon cleared the district of every native | 
after a slight resistance.

DREYFUS MAY GO FREE. 


Paris, Feb. 23.—The Soir announces 
that M. Manau, the procurateur general, 
will submit his report in the Dreyfus af- 
fair next week. The report will ask the 
court of cassation, it is said, to annul the 
conviction without ordering a retrial. 
If this be correct, it shows that the evi- 
dence before the court not only proves 
Dreyfus innocent, but that the crime for 
which he was punished never existed, as 
the French law only allows the court of 
cassation to quash a sentence without 
retrial when there is proof that the of- 
fense alleged was never perpetrated. 


Long Line of Visitors. 

Boston, Feb. 23.—Governor Wolcott 
and members of his staff held a recep- 
tion at the state house yesterday be- 
tween the hours of 11:30 a. m. and 12:30 
Pp. m., and 2600 people grasped his hand 
as against 1700 a year ago, and there was 
no demonstration of any kind with thé 
exception of the Sons of Veterans, who 
came in 400 strong. There were many 
politicians of the Republican faith in 
evidence, but they simply called to pay 
their respects to the governor.

Did Not Feel Called Upon to Take 
Any Official Action, 


Chemical Treatment of Beef 
Not Brought Up. 


| Assistant Commissary General Woodruff Gives 


Interesting Testimony. 


Washington, Feb. 23.— When the court 
of inquiry to investigate the army beef 
controversy met yesterday Colonel 
Davis, the recorder, announced that the 
examination of witnesses so far sum- 
moned and reported was about conclud- 
ed. The court should consider now, he 
thought, the question of further sum- 


} mons and procedure. 


Yesterday's proceedings developed 
little that wasnew. The testimony, with 


| the exception of that of Dr. Daly, surgeon 


on the staff of General Miles during the 
war, and of Colonel Woodruff, assistant 
commissary general, was generally in 
line with that of Tuesday. 

The canned beef was generally con- 
demned as unsatisfactory, while the re- 
frigerated beef was commended, the 
chief complaint being that it often de- 
composed en route to camp. The tes- 
timony of representatives of the sub- 
sistence department was begun, that of 
Colonel Woodruff, assistant commissary 
general, being the most notable. He 
purchased more than 800,000 pounds of 
canned roast beef, and told of the 
method of purchase and the reasons 
that prompted it. He took issue with 
General Miles’ contention that beef on 
the hoof was the usual source of fresh 
meat supply to the army. 

Another feature of the day was the 
introduction of Dr. Daly, who charged 
before the war commission that refrig- 
erated beef at Chickamauga, Jackson- 
ville, Tampa and in Porto Rico had been 
treated chemically. He was not ex- 
amined, however, in regard to this 
charge, Colonel Davis announcing that 
the contractors who were attacked were 
entitled to be notified of the examina- 
tion upon this point, that they might 
have ample time in which to appear 
should they desire to do so. The law 
required this, he said. Accordingly, Dr. 
Daly was excused after a partial ex- 
amination, and will be recalled later. 

General Eagan, former commissary 
general, is expected to appear today and 
tell the story of the beef supply as 
viewed by his department. 


Dr. Daly's examination by the recorder 
was conducted slowly and with great 
care, developing with great minuteness 
all of Dr. Daly's duties while attached 
to General Miles’ staff. These, besides 
those of an army surgeon, consisted in 
making special reports to General Miles 
on camp sites, water supply and the 
like. The recorder very carefully de- 
veloped the fact that most of these re- 
ports were verbal or telegraphic, there- 
in differing from the now famous meat 
report which has caused Dr. Daly being 
summoned ts a witness. Therein the 
examination differed from that of the 
previous witnesses. 

In all of this very detailed recital the 
question of beef was not once broached 
by the court, but when Dr. Daly had 
been chronologically carried through his 
term of service and out of the army, the 
recorder handed him the famous “em- 
balmed beef’ report and asked him if 
he recognized it. Dr. Daly said he did, 
and it was all right, except, perhaps, the 
date, which, in the copy, was Sept. 21. 
He said to the best of his recollection the 
exact date was Oct. 14. The date, how- 
ever, he said, was not essential, the report 
being genuine, and in the opinion of Dr. 
Daly perfectly accurate. 


Prior to leaving the stand, however, 
Dr. Daly was examined in regard to the 
Powell experiment with beef preserva- 
tives at Tampa, Colonel Davis pointing 
out that it was merely experimental and 
no contractor was involved. Dr. Daly 
said Colonel J. F. Weston called his at- 
tention to a quarter of*beef, which-was 
hanging on a transport and which Col- 
onel Weston said had been for 60 hours 
in the open, and he wag: waiting to see 
what would eventuats, Dr. Daly did not 
Féecall amyihing-vf Colonel Weston’s 
statement Indisating the beef was other 
than a part of the general supply, or that 
it had been treated with a chemical as an 
experiment. He noticed that flies would 
not remain on the beef and that no larvae 
were deposited. 

He thought that strange, and that beef 
would not putrify in the Tampa air af- 
ter 60 hours’ exposure. Witness finally 
cut a piece from the beef and later 
cooked and ate it. After riding horse- 
back he became nauseated. He did not 
suspect preservatives on the beef, al- 
though his taste suggested an experience 
he had with preservatives on antelope 
some years Before while hunting. Never- 
theless, Dr. Daly said he remarked to 
no one abont the matter. Witness want- 
ed it made plain that Colonel Weston 
had said nothing about the quarter of

Colonel Charles M. Woodruff, assistant 
commissary general, purchasing agent 
and depot commissary at Governor's 
island, who was prominent in army sup- 
ply purchases, testified that he bought 
a total of $2,256,000 worth of supplies in 
the first six months of the war. He 
bought between 800,000 and 900,000 pounds 
of canned roast beef at a cost ranging 
from 11% to 14 cents per pound, accord- 
ing to thesizeofcans. Principal dealers 
would bid monthly on it, and when he 
received orders to ship canned beef he 
would sample the beef in the market. 
accept and order it inhisdiscretion. All 
contracts contained clauses providing 
contractors should replace any beef that 
proved unfit for use without fault of the 
army officials. Each box contained a 
certificate of inspection and approval 
from an official of the agricultural de- 
partment, approving the cattle on hoof 
and after slaughter. Most of the beef 
was shipped to Tampa. The entire sup- 
ply in New York and in the entire coun- 
try, together with 350,000 pounds brought 
from Europe, where it had been shipped, 
was exhausted, and the factories, Colonel 
Woodruff understood, were running 
night and day to meet the extraordinary 
demand. Witness said he understood 
canned roast beef had been brought to 
the front in the recent war because of a 
desire to give the soldier something be- 
side salt meat in their movements in the 
tropics. Colonel Woodruff said he had 
been familiar with all campaigns in the 
Past 25 years, and never had beef on the 
hoof been used as the fresh meat supply. 
A statement, he said, that beef on the 
hoof was the usual source of supply 
would not represent correctly the fact. 
This was brought out in response to Gen- 
eral Miles’ statement to the contrary. 
Colonel Woodruff declared that fresh 
beef was secured from contractors, and 
refrigerated beef is now practically uni- 
versally used. The beef brought back 
from Europe had been shipped for use 
in the French and English armies. 


In Congress, 

Washington, Feb. 23.—The house yes- 
terday inaugurated the custom which 
has prevail@d for many years in the sen- 
ate of listening to the reading of Wash- 
ington’s farewell address on Washing- 
ton’'s birthday. Two hours were de- 
voted to the naval appropriation bill, 
but seemingly only the threshold of the 
debate upon the cost of armor plate has 
been passed. Mr. Boutelle’s amendment 
fixing the maximum price of armor plate 
at $545 per ton, but restricting the pro- 
vision to the appropriation made in the 
present bill, was ruled to be in order, 
whereupon another proposition was of- 
fered for the erection of an armor plate 
Plant by the government. A _ point of 
order against the latter proposition was 
pending when the consideration of the 
naval bill was suspended to allow the 
members of the house to pay tribute to 
the memory of the late Senator Morrill of 
Vermont. 

The session of the senate was devoted 
to two special orders—the reading of 
Washington's farewell address and the 
pronouncing of eulogies on the late Sen- 
ator Justin S. Morrill of Vermont. 

Business and Pleasure. 

Washington, Feb. 23.—Unless detained 
in Washington by an extra session of 
congress, a number of members of the 
senate and house naval committees will 
visit the principal ports of Cuba and 
Porto Rico on the United States steam- 
ship Dolphinin March. The committee- 
men propose visiting Havana and San 
Juan especially to look at the naval sta- 
tions there, and ascertain from personal 
observation just what is needed to mod- 
ernize them. The Dolphin also wil! 
run up the Mississippi to New Orleans 
and Algiers, where a big steel floating 
drydock is to be built. The naval sta- 
tion at Pensacola and that at Key West 
also will be inspected. 


Sampson Not Mentioned. 

Washington, Feb. 23.—Mr. Lentz of 
Ohio yesterday introduced a bill reviv- 
ing the rank of admiral and vice admiral 
and naming Rear Admiral Dewey and 
Rear Admiral Schley as the persons to 
fill the respective positions. Mr. Lentz’ 
bill is as follows: “That fp ~provide 
prompt and adequate reward to Rear 
Admiral George Dewsy and Rear Ad- 
miral Winfield Scott Schley, the grades 
and ranks of ad‘uiral and vice admiral 
in the Unifed States navy be and the 
same are hereby revived, with the same 
duties, pay and privileges appurtenant 
thereto that were by the law given to the 
former appointees to said ranks, the 
grades to exist, respectively, only during 
the lifetime of said officers; but should 
said George Dewey die or retire before 
said Winfield Scott Schley, the said Win- 
field Scott Schley shall be advanced to 
the rank of admiral.”

A HUNDRED LIVES LOST. 


Belief of the Seeond Officer of the Ill 
Fated Steamer Bulgaria. 


Story of Struggle Against 
Wind and Wave. 


Steamer Vittoria Brings Further Details of the 
Ocean Disaster. 


Paltimore, Feb. 23.—The British steam- 
ship Victoria, Captain Wetherell, ar- 
rived yesterday from Hull, with four 
of the missing Hamburg-American liner 
Bulgaria. They were picked up by the 
Victoria from an open boat of the Bul- 
garia, three and a half hours after they 
had been cast adrift, on Feb. 5. These, 
with the 25 women and children, who 
were picked up by the tank steamer 
Weehawken, and landed in Ponta Del 
Gada, Azore islands, a week ago, are 
all that have been heard of the crew or 
s@ men and 41 passengers which the 
Rulgaria had aboard when she sailed 
from New York for Bremen, Jan. 28. 
from New York for Bremen, Jan. 28. The 
four rescued men are: Second Mate O. 
Scharges, Quartermasters Carl Ludtke 
and John Schulz, and Seaman William 
Starke. 

Captain Wetherell said that he sighted 
the Bulgaria in a disabled condition at 
7 a. m., Feb. 5, and the tank steamer 
Weehawken standing by and communi- 
cating withher. There wasa heavy sea 
on, and his vessel drifted away from the 
disabled craft, but he steamed toward 
her and again located her. He saw 
the men aboard the crippled vessel at- 
tempt to lower a boat, and just as four 
of them got into it, it broke loose from 
the steamer and driftedaway. The four 
men tried to row back to the Bulgaria, 
but could not approach her on account 
of the high seas. The Vittoria was pre- 
paring to lower a boat to go, to the as- 
sistance of those on the Bulgaria, when 
the four men came alongside. With 
considerable difficulty they were taken 
on board. 

During a Jull, the second officer of the 
Bulgaria, accompanied by six of the 
crew of the Vittoria, manned the boat 
just vacated and started for the sink- 
ing steamer. They were scarcely away 
from the side of the Vittoria, however, 
before another gale began, and the brave 
fellows, not being able to reach the Bul- 
garia, found it impossible to return to 
the Vittoria until several hours had 
passed. Captain Wetherell remained in 
sight of the Bulgaria until nightfall, 
when a hurricane arose and carried the 
waiting ship miles away. In the morn- 
ing the Bulgaria was not to be seen, and 
the Vittoria proceeded on her voyage. 


The story of the experience of the 
Bulgaria and her passengers and crew, 
as told by Second Officer Scharges, is a 
thrilling one. 

“On Feb. 1, at about 8 p. m.,” said he, 
“a hurricane of so severe a nature was 
encountered, that it was found impos- 
sible to make any headway, and at 2 
a. m. the following day we were forced 
to heave to. The flying bridges, both 
fore and aft, were carried away, and 
seamen and passengers were afraid to 
venture on deck for fear of being swept 
into the sea. About7 a.m. the springin 
the rudder, which was used to break the 
Strain of heavy seas, collapsed, and soon 
afterwards the entire steering gear was 
washed away. The steamer then fell 
into the trough of the sea and was left 
at the mercy of wind and waves. 

“Sea after sea swept over us, smashing 
in the doors of the cabin and deckhouses, 
flooding the main deck, washing in the 
awning deck, and creating havoc and 
disorder all over theship. One hundred 
horses, stabled on the upper forward 
deck, stampeded,.and in their fright 
made a wild dash, tratiipling each other 
to death. After about 20 had been 
thus killed or drowned in the wash of 
the waves, the butcher of the vessel, 
with a number of seamen, went into the 
pen and tried to quiet the beasts that 
remained. This failing, as did also the 
attempt to force the frenzied animals 
overboard, their throats were cut. Be- 
fore the animals were dispatched, how- 
ever, the butcher had both his legs 
broken, and one of the seamen was badly 
injured. 

“It was soon found that the vessel was 
leaking. All the hatch-coverings had 
been blown off, and four of the seven 
holds had filled and all had considerable 
waterinthem. The cargo next shifted, 
listing the steamer heavily toport. The 
carcasses of the dead horses Washed 
aport, adding to the heavy list. 

“Then for 72 hours the passengers and 
crew worked like slaves, throwing the 
cargo overboard to lighten the ship, but 
it was of little avail. Inch by inch, foot 
by foot, the ship settled, and as she 
sank deeper the waves washed with 
greater force over her. One wave car- 
ried away eight of the life boats. 

“At 4 o’clotk on the morning of the 
5th the order was given to call all hands 
on deck to prepare to take to the small 
boats. The water had flooded the en- 
gine room, and four pumps could not 
keep it down, It was then up to the 
grate bars, but the firemen still man- 
aged to keep the fires burning, Each 
passenger and seaman was given a life 
preserver, and the remaining boats were 
got ready and provisioned. Shortly af- 
ter daylight the steamers Weehawken, 
Vittoria and Koordistan, one after an- 
other, hove in sight. The Weehawken 
sent two boats in which the 25 women 
and children were placed. These were 
safely placed on board the Weehawken, 
but after that the storm increased in 
violence. One of our boats was Smashed 
and it became almost impossible to 
lower another on account of the vessels

The Koordistan, which was not able 
to assist the Bulgaria, because of the| 
tempestuous seas, arrived in Bremen} 
on the 19th. inst., and reported that the 
Pulgaria had foundered. Second Officer 
Scharges is reasonably positive that 
none were rescued from the ill-fated ves- 
sel after he left her, and it is feared that 
101 persons went down with her. 

The Bulgaria had no accomodations 
for first-class passengers, and all the 
passengers were in the steerage. They 
were mostly Germans from different 
parts of the United States. She was not 
a regular liner, and had been in the 
service of the Hamburg-American line 
about a year. 


Murder at Stamford, 

Stamford, Conn., Feb. 23.—Theodoras 
Manox, a Greek, aged about 45, was the 
yictim of a fatal stabbing affray last 
night, and John Kostos, 
another Greek, is under arrest for the 
crime.

Compromise Reached on the 
Reorganization Measure. 


President Secures Points Re- 
garded as Essential. 


House Passes the Bill Which Will 


Make Dewey an Admiral. 


Naval Committee Defeated In Passage of the 


Appropriation Bill. 


Washington, Feb. 24.—That there is to 
be an adjustment of the differences on 
the army reorganization bill in the sen- 
ate is the general understanding among 
senators. Few, will attempt 
to give details, if indeed these have been 
arranged. 

The Democratic have con- 
tended for little than the fixing of 
a time limit for the continuance of the 
existence of the enlarged army, being 
willing, they say, to give the ad- 
ministration all the men and money nec- 
essary to its purposes for the present. 
Accordingly the time for the continu- 
ance of the increase has been fixed at 
July 1, 1901. There is a mutual under- 
standing that the new army shall not 
number to exceed 97,000 men, as pro- 
vided in the Cockerell bill, and that the 
staff provision of the Hull-Hawley bill 
shall be retained in substantially the 
same form as reported from the military 
committee Of the authorized, 
35,000 are to be raised subject to the dis- 
creton of the president, and may be na- 
tives of the new possessions or other- 
wise, as he may determine. 

The committee on milita 
been called to meet today, and the pre- 
sumption is that the new bill will re- 
ceive attention at this meeting. The 
program is to continue the truce today 
and not to attempt to take up the army 
before Saturday. Itis 
hoped that the new measure may be re- 
ported and passed after only a reason- 
able delay. 

The present understanding is that the 
bill shall be a new measure, not as a 
substitute for the Hull bill. To make 
it a substitute would leave the matter 
open for a conference committee, and 
the Democrats are not willing to take 
their chances in a conference. Hence, 
after the bill shall have passed the sen- 
ate, it will have to go to the house and 
be acted upon there, as if no army bill 
had passed that body. 

Generally speaking it is said that the 
arrangement effected saves those fea- 
tures of that measure which the presi- 
dent regards as most essential, while 
meeting in a large measure the objec- 
tion of the minority, based ona fear that 
the regular establishment was to be 
permanently increased. 

The president yesterday had a confer- 
ence with Senators Allison, Hawley, 
Platt of Connecticut, Hanna, Spooner 
and Carteronthecompromise. Itis be- 
lieved that the agreement reached re- 
moves nearly all danger of an extra ses- 
sion.

The naval appropriation bill finally 
passed the house yesterday afternoon, 
after four days’ acrimonous debate, most 
of which was spent upon the question of 
rehabilitating the naval academy at 
Annapolis in accordance with the 
scheme tnaugurated by the appropria- 
tion of $500,000 in the last naval bill, and 
the proposition to increase the maximum 
price to be paid for armor plate to $545 
per ton, existing law limiting it to $400.

This was accom- 
plished by Mr. Moody (Mass.), who of- 
fered a copy of the senate bill creating 
this rank as an amendment to the naval 
bill. The amendment was clearly sub- 
ject to the point of order against it 
raised by Mr. Boutelle, but the sentiment 
of the house was so apparently unani- 
mous in favor of the amendment that he 
withdrew fhe point of order and it was 
adopted without a dissenting vote. The 
naval committee had amended the sen- 
ate bill so as to also create a rank of vice 
admiral, but Mr. Moody’s amendment 
was the original senate bill without the 
latter provision. 

When the bill was reported to the house 
Mr. Boutelle attempted to secure a re- 
versal of the verdicts of the committee 
ef the whole on the naval academy and 
armor plate amendmen ts, but in both 
cases he was defeated, a motion to re- 
commit the bill by him being yoted 
down, 79 to 155.

Both these regiments will go by way of 
San Francisco. It is expected that the 
transports taking them will be able to 
leave by March 15 

By that date General Otis will have 
received all the re-enforcements now 
afloat and bound for Manila save those 
on the Sheridan, which sailed from New 
York last Sunday. This will give him 
6000 more made up of the flower 
of the United States army, regulars tried 
in Indian service, and most of them 
inured to the Cuban climate in its worst 
aspects, having participated in the cam- 
paigns there during the last wet season.

EAGAN ON THE STAND, 


Tells Board That Canned Roast Beef 
Was “Wholesome and Nutritious.” 


Says It Was Endorsed by All 
Officers Who Used It. 


Question ef Beef on the Hoof Was Never 
Seriously Considered. 


Washington, Feb. 24.—General Weston 
who was, at the outbreak of the war, as- 
sistant commissary general, and who 
now is the swccessor of Commissary 
Eagan, and General Eagan were the 
principal witnesses at yesterday's pro- 
ceedings of the court of inquiry investi- 
gating General Miles’ charges as to the 
beef supply to the army while in Cuba 
and Porto Rico. 

Each contended that the canned roast 
beef was a wholesome and nutritious 
component of the army ration which 
was furnished the Santiago and Porto 
Rican expeditions, and took issue with 
the regular army officers who have crit- 
icised it. Regarding the refrigerated 
beef, the testimony of yesterday tended 
to show that it was satisfactory. Gen- 
eral Eagan entered into the circum- 
stances attending the entry into con- 
tracts with the beef concerns, and will 
conclude his testimony today. 

General Eagan appeared in full dress 
uniform of a brigadier general, wearing 
a sword, greeted the court smilingly and 
proceeded:to testify. He took issue with 
General Miles in regard to beef on 
the hoof being the best supply of fresh 
beef to the army, insisting that such 
source of supply was impracticable in 
Cuba, and especially undesirable in «y 
country where the animal heat in the 
beef could not disappear before cooking. 

In reply to questions, he said he con- 
sidered carefully the question of fresh 
beef for the army when beef on the hoof 
or refrigerated beef could not be sup- 
plied. He was very favorably im- 
pressed with the canned roast beef, and 
united with other officers of the depart- 
ment in adopting it. He understood the 
navy had used it for many years with 
entire satisfaction. In introducing 
canned roast beef it was the intention to 
use it as an incident, and the men could 
take it or not as they liked. The best 
way, he said, for it to be used, was in 
a stew with vegetables. 


The first complaint about this beef 
came from Captain Philip Reed, of the 
commissary department. Witness was 
surprised, and ordered all olficers who 
had the beef to examine and report.

A similar contract for the supply for the 
forces in Cuba was presented, 


“Swift & Co. were the lowest bidders,” 
sald General Eagan, Explaining fur- 
ther, he said: 

“My understanding was that the beef 
should be perfectly good for 72 hours 
after it left the ship or from their plant 
on shore, and the 24 hours in the con- 
tract must have been originally the re- 
sult of a clerical error.” 

Generul Eagan said that when the war 
came there were three plans for a fresh 
beef supply—refrigerated beef, beef on 
the hoof, to be furnished by contractors, 
and for the government to own its own 
herd. All his experience taught him the 
undesirability of the government's own- 
ing its own herd, the expenses and 
trouble, straying of the cattle and in- 
convenience of slaughter all arguing 
against it. Refrigerated beef he con- 
sidered first choice, and when the beef 
concerns offered it and guaranteed its 
preservation, he accepted it.

| As was anticipated, the other hear- 
ings advertised by the Committee on 
| Metropolitan Affairs of the Legislature

12.30. Finding that the Quincy peti- 
bedi for legislation to authorize and 
require the board of Metropolitan Park 
Commissioners to take land and con- 
struct parkway from Squantum head to 
the city of Boston and to the Blue Hills 
Reservation, would not be reached, 
2epresentative Sheppard who was on 
hand, had the committee adjourn the 
hearing until Wednesday, March 8. 

There were a number of Quincy citi-

DEDHAM BOULEVARD. 

At the hearing for a boulevard at 
Dedham, Representative Neal and 
other speakers said that Dedham 
abutted the Public Reservation and 
were taxed for it. The citizens had no 
entrance to the Reservation and it was 
this that they desired. The distance 
was only half a mile, about 700 feet of 
which was over private land of small 
value, The route would cost less than 
$75,000. The Park Commissioners 
were applied to in 1897, who said that 
Dedham should have an entrance, but 
they had no money. Under the law 
any land taken for boulevards must be 
taken this year and they asked for 
some imperative legislation. 

PARK REPORT OF LAST YEAR, 

The annual report of the Metropoli- 
tan Park Commissioners for 1898 has 
some bearing on the movement. It 
was sent to the Legislature Thursday, 
and it states that after careful consider- 
ation of the cost (estimated) of the 
acquisition of the shore frontage at 
Squantum Head, Quincy and Winthrop, 
it has been deemed inadvisable to 
acquire lands at either place. 

Acquirement of land have been made 
or provided for vlong the Charles Ri- 
as far as Hemlock Gorge, SON iat jor 
19 miles, excert~4,>.ut of A 
oi > nar-ve Where occupied by 
‘Pcraianufacturing establishments, 
its banks are in control of the board or 
some other quasi-public body. 

The disrict has appropriated nearly 
$8,000,000 for its work since the Met- 
ropolitan Park movement was begun. 
The board makes a recommendation 
in regard to Nantasket or Lynn 
Beaches, bills for whose taking are be- 
fore the Legislature.

Commercial Sense Only, 


| England Cares Not What We 
Do With Philippines. 


| Whitelaw Reid Speaks of United States’ Policy 
Toward the “Open Door.” 


New York, Feb. 24.—Rear Admiral 
| Lord Charles Beresford was the guest 
of honor last night at a dinner given 
| by American Asiatic association. 
| Covers were laid for 200 persons. Among 
those present were General Stewart L. 
Woodford, Whitelaw Reid, Rev. Dr. 
Parker Morgan, former Mayor Hewitt, 
3rayton Ives and representatives of 
| prominent houses engaged in eastern 
} trade. 
| President Frazar made a speech of 
| welcome to the guests, especially to Lord

Beresford, and then spoke of the objects 
of the association. He referred to the 
open door policy in the Orient, which 
Lord Beresford is advocating, and said: 

“We feel assured of most favorable 
results from the combined action of 
Great Britain, the United States and 
Japan, while Germany, a most active 
and growing commercial nation, will 
most assuredly find it to her interests to 
come pzomptly into this combination,” 

General Woodford next, He 
| said that President McKinley would 
| never yield to the great temptation to 

become a dictator, but would always 
| be a firm, generous executive, mindful 
| of the voice of the people. He expressed 
ithe belief that “the people would sus- 
| tain the president in compelling order 
| and restoring it.

the toast “‘The Queen.”

Lord Beresford was the next speaker. 
IIe said he had been treated with the 

most extraordinary kindness through- 
| out America. He did not come here to 
| seek an alliance between the two coun- 
tries. Continuing, he said: “If we 
| Want an open door policy we must have 
a clear and understandable policy that 
will keep the door open. I have been 
misunderstood in my use of the word al- 
liance. My meaning, when I have used 
the word, “commercial alliance” 
| to keep the door open with all nations on 
an equality, and with favoritism to none. 

“What do we care about what you do 
with the Philippines? That's your busi- 
ness, not ours. Whatis meant by “open 
door” regarding China? It means that 
we want her to help herself; to keep her 
own arms and her own institutions. We 
must help her though, for if we do not 
she will collapse, and if that happens 
there will be nothing left save control 
| over certain portions of China, The 
doors cannot be kept open unless the 
four countries I propose agree to keep 
them open.”

Hence the gen- 
eral belief that all these measurcs will 
become laws, and that when congress ad- 
journs for the session next Saturday leg- 
islation will be in such shape as to ren- 
der it safe to permit the legislators to re- 
main at their homes until next December. 
There is no doubt of the passage of the 
army bill by a large majority when the 
vote is taken.

The appropriation bills will demand 
almost all the attention of the senate 
after the army bill is out of the way, and 
the senate will have to 
crease the length of sessions in order to 
secure their enactment into laws. There 
are still five of these bills which have not 
as yet received attention from the sen- 
ate and five others which are in con- 
ference, and which will require more or 
less consideration on conference reports. 
The bills in conference are those provid- 
ing appropriations for the Indian office 
postoflice and agricultural departments, 
and for the District of Columbia and the 
improvement of rivers and harbors. 
There are no radical points of difference 
in any of these bills except in the river 
and harbor bill, but there are many 
questions requiring adjustment, and 
they will necessarily demand time for 
this purpose. The river and harbor bill 
carries the Nicaragua canal provision 
and other additions appropriating large 
sums of money. 

The five bills which have not been re- 
ported to the senate are the sundry civil, 
the naval, the army, the fortifications 
and the general deficiency. All are im- 
portant and each will require consider- 
able time for disposal. Of these five the 
committee on appropriations Tas con- 
sidered only the sundry civil bill. The 
senate will get all through, however, un- 
less unexpected opposition should be de- 
veloped to some of them. 

The calendar is full of bills of a private 
and semi-private nature, and also con- 
tains many measures of general public 
importance. Many of these are unob- 
jectionable to all the members of the 
senate and a majority of those of this 
class will pass. 

The beginning of the day session will 
probably be advanced to 10 or 11 o'clock 
each day of the week and night sessions 
are also counted upon for the greater 
part of it. 


The house will devote practically all of 
the closing week of the session to the 
appropriation bills and conference re- 
ports, and the prospects are that every 
minute of the time will be required to get, 
them through before noon on March 4. 

An order has been made to meet at 11 
o'clock each day, but in addition to this 
night sessions will be held, and it would 
surprise no one if one or more all-night 
sessions should be necessary. Every- 
thing except the appropriation bills and 
the army reorganization bill will go by 
the boards in the final crush. A few 
minor bills may go through by unani-

Nadrid Advices Say That Foreign Warships 
Are Taking Action at Manila. 


Manila, Feb. 27.—The rebels collected 
In such numbers near the Chinese ceme- 
tery Saturday night that General Mc- 
Arthur anticipated an attack, and asked 
for reinforcements. Two companies of 
the Twenty-third regulars were sent 
to Caloocan, and a battalion of the 
Twentieth regulars to the cemetery, at 
Bbout midnight. 

But the expected attack was not made, 
the rebels, after making a great noise 
with bugle calls and yells of “Viva in- 
dependencia” and “Mucho Malo Ameri- 
ctano” and firing volleys, disappeared in 
the woods. 

It is believed that their leaders are 
getting desperate, and are attempting 
to force the United States troops to 
make an attack, in the hope of breaking 
through the American lines, but the 
rebels are evidently unwilling to be 
Bacrificed when facing the Americans. 
It is just possible, however, that they 
may be goaded into such a move before 
more reinforcements arrive.

The government has received a long 
dispatch from General Rios at Manila, 
but refuses to impart its contents. 

El Imparcial, which asserts that it fs 
in a position to know the truth of the 
Bituation at Manila, says:

The coroner immediately issued a war- 
rant for the arrest of Molineux and the 
latter was at once arraigned before him. 
Through his attorney, Bartow S. Weeks, 
he demanded an immediate hearing, but 
Assistant District Attorney Osborne ob- 
jected, sayi it was impossible to pro- 
ceed with the hearing. The hearing was 
then set down for tomorrow morning at 
11:30 o'clock. Molineux was committed 
to the Tombs without bail. 


The curtain rose on the last act of the 
melodrama yesterday afternoon. <A 
shopkeeper, who rented private letter 
boxes, swore positively that Molineux 
was his patron, using the name of “H. 
Cc. Barnet.’ It was proved long ago 
that bottles of medicine had been sent 
to that letter box. Then the handwrit- 
ing experts were called, and one after 
another declared that the hand that 


wrote the address on the poison pack- 
age and forged the names of Harry Cor- 
nish and H. C. Barnet to letters sent to 
drug firms ordering powder medicines 
was the hand of Roland B. Molineux. 
The experts were absolutely certain in 
their identification of the penmanship, 
and would make no qualification of their 
statements. 

At 4:35 o'clock Gardiner an- 
nounced that the evidence in the hands 
of the people had been given, and he be- 
gan to sum up the case. Tte explained 
the reasons for the delay in b: ‘nging the 
case to an investigation, saying that it 
Was necessary to determine whether Mrs. 
Adams had in reality died of poison. 
Professor Witthaus did discover poison 
in the contents of the bottle, and as soon 
as it was possible for the district at- 
torney’s office to go ahead with the in- 
quest it did so. 

“In consequence of the publicity which 
the case was given,” continued Colonel 
Gardiner, “certain persons had became 
suspicious and were put on their guard. 
Certain methods had therefore to be 
adopted to disarm suspicion. We realized

that we must have evidence of the hand- 
writing of the person wesuspected. We 
suspected also that the person who com- 


mitted the crime had knowledge of 
chemistry. 

“The first witness placed on the stand 
(Cornish) was made to suspect that we 
thought he was the guilty party, and the 
evidence he gave was the evidence ofa 
man full of consternation. But we dis- 
armed suspicion from the really guilty 
person. The very next man to go upon 
the stand (Molineux) was the person that 
the public had settled upon. 


“When this witness was called and my 
able assistant treated him in such an 
apologetic manner, it was done to dis- 
arm him of suspicion. There was a gen- 
eral feeling of anger against the district 
attorney’s Office on this account. But 
we had a duty to perform. We were 
placed in the position to make it appear 
that Cornish was really the guilty per- 
f0n. Then the guilty person, seeing that 
he was not suspected, was perfectly will- 
ing to give us all the handwri 
wanted, and we got it. The evidence 
given by these experts in handwriting 
peems to me to beconclusive. There 
was another element lu this case of won- 
derful importance. That is the circum- 
stantial evidence which was brought out.

It is hoped by all who desire to see 
Quincy prosper that there will be no 
Linterruption of work in the granite 
labor troubles. 
The business has been poor enough of 
late and local merchants have suffered 
with the manufacturers and the work- 
men. The city has never fully re- 
covered from the labor trouble of 
several years ago, which built up a 
dangerous rival in a neighboring state. 


Some of the readers of the Ledger 
were shocked when they read in the 
issue of Monday of the condition of 
things at the Quincy ‘lockup, yet it 
was no newstory. They had pity for 
the young girl. In the eyes of the law 
a person confined in the lockup await- 
ing trial is innocent until proven 
guilty, and any one is liable to be ar- 
rested for crimes with which he had 
no connection. Two days and two 
nights in such a foul place as the Quin- 
cy lockup is almost enough toruin the 
health of any refined person, and the 
city which maintains a board of health 
should not be in any such business. 
It would seem feasible in the first place 
to house the tramps in some other 
building where they would not be quite 
so much of a nuisance. 


It is said that Mayor Keith lost no 
sleep over the alleged charge of mis- 
conduct in attempting to legislate at 
the State House for Quincy. Yet itis 
a peculiar situation, if the City Council 
and Mayor do not agree on a petition 
a Mayor may send to the Legislature. 
Suppose, for instance, that the City 
Council should request, as is often the 
case, that the Mayor and City Solicitor 
appear in remonstrance to the Mayor’s 
petition, that Quincy may refund part 
of its debt; and second, against the re- 
peal of the water act of 1892. The 
City Council, which is the legislative 
branch of the city government, an 
which represents the assembled voters 
of the city, should take action on each 
and everyoue of the petitions from 
Quincy. Itshould not be said that the 
City has not the courage to

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BACK TO OLD WAGES, 


An Increwse of 11 1-9 Percent Agreed 
Upon by Agents of Fall River Mills, 


Other New England Cities 
Will Probably Follow Suit. 


Cotton King Knight Predicts General Restora- 
tion of the 98 Schedule. 


Fall River, Mass., Feb. 28.—At a con- 
ference between the executive board of 
the Manufacturers’ association and the 
Fall River Textile Council representa- 
tives yesterday, the final proposition to 
the operatives was a complete restora- 


tion of the wage scale prior to the cut- 
down of Jan. 3, 1898. 
The cut at that time was one-ninth 


in all departments, which meant a de- 
crease of over $20,000 in the weekly pay- 
roll of the mill workers of the city. The 
restoration will date from April 3 next. 
The offer of the manufacturers included 
a clause requiring the endeavors of the 
local labor leaders to bring about the 
adoption of a sliding scale at the con- 
venience of the manufacturers and 
operatives alike. Therestoration, how- 
ever, not made conditional upon 
the adoption of the sliding scale. 

The expected proposition from the 
manufacturers of a partial restoration 
Was presented to the meeting in the 
form of an offer of a 644 percent raise, 
to go into effect on April 3 next, and the 
balance to be restored when cloth had 
advanced to $centsa yard. This prop- 
osition was met by the members of the 
Textile Council with the argument that 
the delegates of the organizations rep- 
resented were instructed to accept noth- 
ing short of a full restoration of wages. 
The arg nt was advanced on behalf 
of the Manufacturers’ association that 
a sliding scale might be adopted which 
would be just to both employers and 
employes, and which could be based 
upon figures that would apprpximate a 
restoration. 

Many speeches were made. It was 
called to the attention of the council 
that the wages paid at present in Fall 
River were higher than those paid in 
New Bedford Rhode Island cotton 
towns, and much higher than in the 
smaller New England towns and in the 
south. 

The manufacturers finally submitted 
the following written proposition: 

“In consideration of the fact that each 
and every member of the Textile Coun- 
cil now pledges his individual support 
to the endeavor to arrive at some method 
of regulating wages by a sliding scale, 
to be hereafter arranged, we (the man- 
ufacturers) agree that wages shall be 
advanced upon Monday, April 3, 1899, to 
the schedule existing previous to Jan. 
1, 1898.”

After the secret 
session the Textile Council adjourned 
to their hall to take action and adopta 
recommendation to the several textile 
bodies, meetings of which will be called 
at once. 

The organizations must yet pass upon 
the manufacturers’ proposition, when 
their sentiment will be referred to the 
manufacturers either in acceptance or 
otherwise. It is very probable that the 
operatives will accept without condition 
the proposition. 

The matter of a future sliding scale 
Was not put into definite shape, as it 
must follow the formal acceptance of 
the manufacturers’ offer of restoration. 
It is not discussed in labor circles, ex- 
cept in the abstract. The restoration 
is of much greater immediate import- 
ance, as it effects about 20,000 hands. 
The manufacturers’ representatives s° y 
absolutely nothing concerning the slid- 
ing scale, refusing to be interviewed.

Lowell, Mass., Feb. 28.—The operatives 
of the Lowell mills are delighted with the 
result of the Fall River conference, as 
they are unanimous in the belief that the 
restoration of the old schedule of wages 
in Fal! River foreshadows similar action 
by the Lowell manufacturers. The opin 
jon is general among them that notic 


will be posted in the loca! mills announe- 
ing the restoration of the old schedule 
without any agitation upon the part of 
the operatives, but if after a reasonable 
j}time such notices do rot materialize 
they will demand theincrease. They ex- 
pressed themselves as willing Bo accept 
a sliding schedule if a standard, not un- 
favorable to the operatives, was estab- 
lished. 


New Bedford, Mass., Feb. 28.—It is gen- 
érally understood in this city that the 
local manufacturers will follow the lead 
of Fall River in granting a restoration 
of the old wages to the textile operatives. 
Fo far the operatives have received no 
answer to their request for a conference, 
end the mill treasurers are not inclined 
to furnish any information upon the sub 
ject.

Boston, Feb. 28.—A bill was introduced 
in the house yesterday to prevent the use 
of advertising matter or other devices oh 
the national flag.

POLICY OF DEMOCRATS 


Concerning the Government’s Rela- 
tions Toward the Philippines. 


Resolution Opposing Perma- 
nent Control Over Islands. 


Army Reorganization Bill Successfully Runs 
the Gauntlet In the Senate. 


Washington, Feb. 28.—At a caucus of 
the Democratic members of the house of 
representatives last night the following 
declaration of policy and resolution as to 
the Philippines were adopted: 

“We hold that the constitution of the 
United States was ordained and estab- 
lished for an intelligent, liberty-loving 
and self-governing people and cannot be 
successfully applied to a people of dif- 
ferent virtues and conditions. 

“We therefore hold that a colonial pol- 
icy is contrary to the theory of our gov- 
ernment and'‘subversive of those great 
principles of civil liberty which we have 
been taught to cherish. 

“We with the declaration of 
independence, that all governments de- 
rive their just powers from the consent 
of the governed, and we are unalterably 
opposed to the establishment of any gov- 
ernment by the United States without 
the consent of the people to be governed, 
and in conformity with these principles 
we instruct the minority members of the 
foreign affairs committee to introduce 
and urge the following resolution 

“Resolved, That the United States 
hereby disclaim any disposition or inten- 
tion to exercise permanent sovereignty, 
jurisdiction or control over the Philippine 
islands, and assert their determination, 
when an independent government shall 
have been erected therein, to transfer to 
said government, upon terms which shall 
reasonable and just, all rights se- 
cured under the cession by Spain, and 
thereupon leave the government and con- 
trol of the isiands to their people.”

Another resolution was adopted com- 
mending the loyalty and valor of our 
soldiers and sailors and pledging their 
hearty support and sympathy.
